CONSTANTINOPLE, April 17.—The Coun- 
cil of Ministers at the palace to-night de- 
clared that war had broken out on the 
frontier, owing to the incursion by the 
Greeks on Turkish territory, and Edhem 
Pasha, the Turkish Minister commander, 
was ordered to assume the offensive. This 
announcement of the actual] existence of a 
state of war on the frontier was at first 
misunderstood, reports that the Council of 
Ministers had declared war upon Greece 
being widely circulated. It was also re- 
ported that the Counell of Ministers had de- 
cided to recall Assim Bey, the Turkish Min- 
ister at Athens, and give passports to 
Prince Maurocordato, the Greek Minister 
at Constantinople. These reports of the 
severance of all diplomatio relations be- 
tween Turkey and Greece have been denied. 
The situation is summed up in a detailed 
circular sent this evening to the Turkish 
representatives abroad. This circular re- 
calls the week's invasion of Turkish ter- 
ritory and states that the newest incur- 
sion was participated in by Greek troops, 
thereby establishing war. The circular ex. 
presses the hope that the powers, in a 
spirit of justice, will agree that the entire 
responsibility for the war falls on Greece. 
Turkey has no idea of conquest, the cir. 
cular adds, and as a fresh proof of pacific 
sentiments the Sublime Porte offers to re.

SATURDAY’S FIGHTING. 


Brought About by a Turkish Advance 
on an Abandoned Post. 


HEADQUARTERS OF THE GREEK 


ARMY IN THESSALLY, LARISSA, April. 


17.—Details of the fighting between the 
Greeks and Turks at Nezeros, just within 
the Greek frontier life, in Thessaily and 
due south of Mount Olympus, have been 
received here. The fighting originated, ac- 
cording to the Greek reports, in an attempt 
upon the part of the Turkish forces to oc- 
cupy an abandoned post of the Greeks. The 
movement was opposed by the Greek forces, 
wheréupon the Turks opened fire, and a 
sharp engagement, lasting four hours, en- 
sued. The Greeks eventually retreated. 
Their losses are not kfiown. This engage- 
ment occurred yesterday. 

At 6 this morning heavy firing between 
the Turks and Greeks near Nezeros was 
resumed. The Greéks in the meanwhile 
had been reinforced with artillery, which 
they brought into play. upon the Turkish 
post at Kolronit. The latter was eventu- 
ally destroyed with dynamite. 

It is reported as this dispatch is sent 
that the Greeks have occupied three Turk- 


ish stations, and that the Turks are re- 
treating.

THEIR RELATIVE STRENGTH. 


A Summary of the Situation at the 
Seat of War. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 17.—The an- 
nmouncement that Turkey had practically 
deciared war on Greece by allowing her 
regular troops to engage in conflict aroused 
the Diplomatic Corps here. The opinion ts 
that the first movement will be an advance 
of the Turks on Larissa, a town of Thes- 
saly, directly north of the Passes of Ther- 
mopylae. It will be almost impossible for 
the Greeks to prevent its capture. 

On the other hand the Greeks have a 
much more powerful fleet than Turkey. The 
Psara and the Hydra, two modern cruisers, 
could sail through the whole Ottoman fleet. 
The Greeks will make a naval deenunstra- 
tion against the islands of Chios and Samos, 
The people of these islands have been very 
carefully indoctrinated with the idea that 
Greece was preparing for their liberation. 
The Greeks far outnumber the Turks ard 
@re ready for rebellion. With the assistance 
of a portion of the fleet the islands would 
be Greek territory in a week. They lie im- 
mediately off the mouth of the Dardanelles, 
and are of great strategic value. 

In the meantime a fleet would be dis- 
patched for Kaloulka. The town is the im- 
mediate base of war supplies for the Turks. 
It lies on a series of terraces, perfectly 
open to a naval attack, and possibly might 
be compelled to surrender. This would 
seriously cripple the Turkish movement 
South. 

Such would be the movements that neces- 
@arily would mark the beginning of hosaill- 
ties. It is said to-night that the Turks 
must now be on their march for Larissa. 
One diplomat said it would be safe to an- 
mounce it as a fact. 

The danger to the Greeks will be from a 
land attack. The Turks now have about 
150,000 men under arms near the frontier. 
The Greeks have 80,000. They are massed 
almost entirely south of Arta, which indl- 
cates that the Greeks intend to advance into 
Macedonia from the western side. There 
will be little opposition to this attack, and 
the Greeks will have the further advantage 


“or the assistance of the Montenegrins and

rear of the Turks.

The Turkish Minister, Moustapha Bey, re- 
ceived the representative of the Associated 
Press at the Turkish Legation to-night and 
read with great interest the dspatches 
from Constantinople. Up to that time (mid- 
night) the Minister had received no of- 
ficial dispatches on the subject. The early 
bulletins stating that war had been declared 
led to expressions of regret that the aggres- 
sive course of Greece had compelled Turkey, 
after exhausting every means of averting 
war, to take the offensive. The later dis- 
patches, stating that the actual declaration 
of war had not been made, were received 
with satisfaction. The Minister is hopeful 
that war may yet be avoided, although he 
fears that the incursions of the Greek ir- 
regulars across the Turkish border may 
compel Turkey to take dcisive action. He 
is emphatic in stating that Turkey is ex- 
hausting every possible means of averting 
war, 

Representative Hitt, Chairman of the 
House Committee ons Foreign Affairs dur- 
ing the last Congress and the undoubted 
Chairman of the new committee, read the 
early dispatches from Constantinople and 
then commented briefly on the situation. 

‘In the event of war,”’ said he, “the duty 
of the United States will be plain to main- 
tain neutrality and see that our treaty obli- 
gations are maintained. The sympathy of 
our people will be with Greece in this 
struggle. Compared with Turkey she is 
weak in military resources. But the 
Greeks are strong beyond their border and 
there is a large Greek population within 
Turkéy. Moreover, the mountainous char- 
acter of the country is wel! calculated to 
assist in a defensive warfare. Our people, 
while sympathizing with the disparity of 
strength on the part of Greece, can oply 
hope that her cause will appeal to the 
strong powers of Europe and that France 
and Great Britain will come to her rescue. 

“In the event of war, one of the effects 


will be to increase the demand for our ex. 
port products. Another effect, doubtless, 
will be to create a stringency in the Eu- 
ropean money markets, with a tightening 
on American securities. Directly, how- 
ever, the United States could not be affect- 
ed if a declaration of war results.”’

CHICAGO, IIll., April 17.—The Greeks of 
Chicago were in a state of high excitement 
to-night over the news from Athens and 
Constantinople. There are about 2,000 
Greeks in Chicago, and not over twenty of 
them are married, the remainder being al- 
most entirely made up of young and middle- 
aged men. They are anxious to return to 
Greece to take part in the war. A shipping 
agent of a steamship line plying between 
New York and Athens says that fifty-eight 
Greeks sailed from New York to-day and 
thirteen of the number were from Chicago. 
A mass meeting will be held at the Greek 
Church to-morrow and methods of rais- 
ing money to send the volunteers back to 
Greece will be discussed.

VOLUNTEER LEAGUE -READY. 


But the Evacuation of the Island by 
Spain May Save It the 
Trouble, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. , 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 17.—The 
Cuban Junta is disposed to accept the offer 
of the American Volunteer League to send 
15,000 American soldiers to Cuba to fight 
Gen. Weyler’s Spanish forces. But the 
leaders will have to await advices from 
Cuba. If Spain continues the evacuation of 
the island at the rate of 10,000 soldiers per 
month, the necessity for an invasion such 
as proposed in good faith by the League 
will have passed. 

Present indications are that the leaders 
in the {sland would oppose the plan. Gomez, 
Garcia, Roloff and the rest would resent 
the idea of outsiders coming in at the last 
hour and reaping the glory. For these rea- 
sons the Junta is compelled to wait until 
it receives a reply from Gen. Gomez. 

Meantime the American Volunteer League 
is prepared to carry out its proposition. It 
has the men, the arms, the ammunition. If 
the Junta will supply the money the trick 
will be turned. 

Publication of the offer of the League has 
aroused the Spanish Legation. While it is 
admitted that Spain is rushing troops out 
of the loyal provinces of Cuba and is send- 
ing them home to check a threatened Car- 
list uprising, the legation here would like 
very much to seize upon a pretext to raiss 
trouble with the United States, thus cloud- 
ing the fact that Cube has practically been 
lost. 


THE FIGHTING. 


Weyler Declares That Two of the Prov- 
inces Are Pacified. 


HAVANA, April 17.—As a result of the 
reconnoitering and fighting which has re- 
cently taken place, Captain-General Wey- 
ler infers that it can be considered that the 
Province of Santa Clara and Province of 


Puerto Principe west of the military line 
have been pacified. He says he does not 
care whether Gomez and Bandera remain 
or do not remain on the other side of the 
military line, as both of them, if they fail 
to cross, are likely to be surprised and 
captured at any moment, as was the case 
with Ruis Rivera and Bacallao. Then 
again, he says, the presence of Gomez 
and Bandera in Santa Clara means noth- 
ing, as they have neither men nor re- 
sources with which to do any serious harm. 
Based on this outlook the Captain-General 
said yesterday that he was not asking for 
reinforcements nor for substitutes to take 
the piace of losses, 

During a number of skirmishes which 
have taken place recently in the different 
provinces the insurgents have lost lu2 men 
killed, including Leoncio Lamadrid, the in- 
surgent Governor of Matanzas, and three 
officers. The troops also captured twenty- 
seven prisoners and the insurgents retired 
in every case, taking with them a number 
of wounded. These, of course, are the of- 
ficial reports. They add that fifteen armed 
insurgents, including Capt. Carlos Del- 
gado, have surrendered to the Spanish au- 
thorities at Matanzas. Finally the officia] 
reports say that im these engagements the 
Government forces only lost two men killed 
and had forty-three wounded. 

Gen. Prats, operating with two combined 
columns in the Cienaga de Xapata, has de- 
stroyed an insurgent prefectura, also cap- 
turing a boat and a quantity of supplies. In 
the different skirmishes which this- force 
had with the insurgents, it is officiall 
stated the insurgents lost ) men killed. 
including Capt. Juan Garcia, formerly the 
adjutant of Maximo Gomez, and a lieuten- 
ant. The troops captured a printing press 
and a quantity of arms. 

In the portion of the island included be- 
tween the military line of Puerto Principe, 
extending from Moron to Jucaro, and the 
Province of Matanzas, the insurgents, it is 
officially announced, from April 13 to date 
have lost 97 men killed, the troops captured 
12 prisoners and 2 insurgents have gurren- 
dered to the Spanish authorities, 

During the same time and in the same ter- 
ritory, it is added, the regular troops only 
had one man killed and 26 wounded. Re- 
ports from some of the columns are not yet 
received.

SOME PLAIN STATEMENTS BY 
AMERICAN CONSULS. 


PROTESTS FOLLOW QUICKLY. 


The United States Government, 
After Investigation, Agrees to 
Make “Explanations.” 


| Was as good ground for the exclusion of 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 17.—The re- 
markably frank statement of the French 
Premier M. Hanotaux, as to the position 
of the French Government towards the 
pending tariff bill, which was made the sub- 
ject of a special cable dispatch by the Asso- 
ciated Press yesterday, has attracted great 
attention in offic'al circles here. Particular 
interest has been excited by the criticisms 
upon the American Consular officers in 
France and investigation makes it appear 
that the subject has recently been discussed 
at length by the Diplomatic representatives 
of the two countries and that our Gov- 
ernment, finally conceding the correctness 
of the French assumption that our Consuls 
had exceeded their instructions in criticis- 
ing the French wines, has decided to print 
in the same publication which contained the 
Consular reports @ statement in vindication 
of the wines. 

“The complaint is no new one so far as 
the French Government is concerned. For 
the past twenty years our Consuls in 
France in their reports to the State De- 
partment have had much to say as to the 
extent of adulteration of French wines and 
brandies. Consul Gifford at La Rochelle 
eepertes that not one-half of the brandies

to the United States, he said, was drawn 
from the accumulated stock of former 
years, for there was no pure brandy be- 
ing manufactured. 

Analysis, he said, was of no use in detect- 
ing the presence of adulterants in this 
brdndy and in his opinion it should all be 
excluded from the United States, which 
was importing millions of dollars worth of 
it every year. 


Consul Roosevelt of Bordeaux raised a 
sensation next when in 1882 he declared in 
his report that more than one-half of the 
brandy exported from that rt was adul- 
terated. e said that the discovery of one 
noxious element in the brandies of France 


all of it from the United States as for the 
exclusion of American pork from France 
Not long after that the Consul was shot 
in the head by a stray bullet which he per- 
sisted in regarding as an evidence of the 
hostility excited by the free criticisms he 
had indulged in, 

Consul Knowles at Bordeaux in 1889 and 
1890 reported that large quantities of dried 
grapes and old lees were used there in mak- 
ing alleged wines. 

he latest publication, however, which has 
brought down the wrath of the French Gov- 
ernment upon our consuls came from Un ted 
States Consul Chancellor at Havre, and was 
printed in the United States Consular re- 
ports as of date July & last. This was a 
gcneral report on “‘Wine.Making in France,” 


strong statements. although none as pro- 
nounced as those made by the consuls above 
named. 

Among other things he sald: 

“The grape is not necessarily an’ element 
in the production of wine.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—Mr. Bland of 
Missouri has drafted the following resolu- 
tion, which he tried unsuccessfully to have 
considered by the House to-day: 


Whereas, There are a number of suits 
pending in the courts of the United States 
to foreclose the first mortgages in the 
Union Pacific Railroad Co., and as said 
foreclosures may endanger the rights, 
equities and liens of the Government as 
second mortgagees, therefore, de it 

Resolved, That the Attorney-General 
be and is hereby requested to furnish 
this House as speedily as practicable all 
the information he has as to the number 
of suits brought to foreclose said mort- 
gages, the amount of the Government’s 
claim against said railway company, 
what, if any, proceedings have been 
taken to secure the Government against 
any loss in this behalf; also as to wheth- 
er the Government has been made a 
party to these foreclosure proceedings, 
if so, by what authority, and state to the 
House whether in his opinion the Exe- 
cutive officers of the Government have 
authority to bring suits or enter the ap- 
pearance of the Government s0 as to 
bind it or preclude it in any manner 
affecting the pecuniary interest of the 
Government in this behalf, or to impair 
the power of the Government now exist- 
ing by law to regulate and control said 
corporation as to sales for freight or 
passenger trafiic or as to the rights of 
the Government to use said road as a 
military and postal road; also, what, if 
any, legislation is necessary to protect 
the Government in the matters herein 
set forth. It is further 

Resolved, That the Speaker should at 
an early date appoint a Committee on 
Pacific Railroads to the end that the 
House can give due and speedy consider- 
ation to this subject. 

The Republican leaders of the House 
would not consent to any consideration of 
Mr. Bland’s resolution, largely because of 
the declaration that the Speaker 
appoint the Committee on Pacific Railroads 
at once.

FOUGHT WITH ANDY JACKSON. 


Veteran of the War of 1812 and the 
Mexican and Civil Wars 
Interviewed. 


In this ewift modern age, when people 
crowd two days’ existence into one, it Is 
remarkable to find a man who has passed 
the century mark by nearly a dozen years. 
Time was when people lived a. hundred 
years without exciting unusual comm @, 
but that was away back in the old, wo.d 
days before the ski! of the inventor and the 
touch of modern progress had set the world 
revolving ata rapid pace. 

Last week the papers of the country pub- 
lished the picture of Wm. Harding of 
Wauseca, Wis., under the impression that 
he was the oldest Grand Army man. He 
passed the century mark April 9. 

Mr. Harding was falsely honored. St. 
Louls is the home of the oldest living 
member of the G. A. R., and his ngme 
is Capt. Jack Haynes. He will be 110 years 
old come next Christmas, and he shoul- 
dered a musket under Andy Jackson at 
New Orleans in 1812. “Capt.” Jack is a 
member of Frank P. Blair Post. 

For one of his age Capt. Haynes is re- 
markably vigorous. The most apparent 
evidence of decline is in his voice. His ar- 
ticulation is not clear and he speaks in 
rather weak tones. Still he can be under- 
stood and always has a pleasant word for 
every caller. The Captain is proud of his 
longevity, and he delights to show his 
friends that he steps with more firmnes: 
and elasticity than the average man of 
three-score-and-ten. Every hair on the 
eo head is as white as pure snow 
and his long, silky white beard—always 
neatly kept—gives to him the appearance 
of a patriarch. Capt. Haynes’ 109 years 
have rested lightly upon him. 

Capt. Haynes was contentedly reclining 
on a couch in his apartments in the Memo- 
rial Home when a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch called to see him. 

“Come in, sir, and have a seat,” said 
the venerable Captain, as the newspaper 
man entered the door. “You must excuse 
me for not getting up,’ the Captain con- 
tinued, ‘“‘for I am a trifle lazy to-day.”’ 

Capt. Haynes was born in White County, 
Tenn., Dec. 25, 1787. He was reared tn the 
rugged Cumberland Mountain section of 
his native State until the war of 1812 came 
on. Capt. Haynes was then a robust youn 
man, fired with the prevailing martia 
spirit of that time. It was easy for him 
to decide that he would join the army. 
The Captain fought under Gen. Jackson 
in the memorable battle of New Orleans. 
There he displayed such daring bravery 
that he was the recipient of a high per- 
sonal compliment from Gen. Jackson. 

“T was well acquainted with Andy Jack- 
fon,”’ Cant. Haynes sald, “ard I want to 
tell you that he was a fighter. Some how 
or other, Gen. Jackson took a likin’ to me, 
and he often stopped to talk with me. There 
Was nothing ‘stuck up,’ ns they call ‘bie 
heads’ nowadays, about Gen. Jackson. He 
was just as willin’ to talk to the common 
soldier as to the biggest man in the world.” 

As the old man talked of Jackson there 
was moisture in his eyes, and pointing to 
a picture of Gen. Jackson, which hanes on 
the wall directly over his couch, he said: 

“See, there is Andy. Looks just like he 
looked the last time I ever met him.” 
Alongside of the Jackson portrait is a 
lithograph of McK'nley. The civil war 
caused Capt. Haynes to be a Republican 
and he walked to the polls last fall and 
voted for McKinley for President. 

rhe longevity of Capt. Haynes can not be 
attributed to total abstinence, as he him- 
self admits, When asked the question, ‘‘Do 
you th'nk your long lease of life is due to 

our abstaining from the use of Iiquor and 
obacco?” the old man with a merry twinkle 
in his eyes. exclaimed: 

“Why, bless your soul,-no. I chewed to- 
bacco for seventy years, but I qhit the habit 
five years ago, not that it hurt my health 
but because it ‘s a dirty habit. Since I got 
into this home I want to be nice. I always 
chewed about ten cents’ worth of tobacco a 
day until I resolved to quit it entirely. 

“You asked me about UMquor drinking. 
Well IT am here to say that for someth'ng 
like ninety wears, I have taken an occa- 
sonal drink, although I am always careful 
not to get too much. Sobriety is in mv 
opinion @ paramount virtue. JI have never 
paid any special attention to diet—have al- 
Ways eaten and drank whatever I wanted 
ang at whatever time I happened to want 


When steamboats were 
Haynes was one of the first to engage in 
the business. Being of a mechanica! turn 
of mind he soon became an expert engineer 
and for many vears he was employed on 
boats plying between St. Lou's, Memphis. 
Vicksburg and New Orleans, The captain 
aso worked on other rivers, notably the 
Ihio. Capt. Haynes. old as he is, chuckles 
merrily now when he talks about the rol- 
licking good times he used to have in C'n- 
cinnati when the town was comparatively 
new and strictly wide-open. Capt. Haynes 
Was also a pioneer locomotive eng'neer and 
had rune out of St. Louis don some of the 
first roads that were built into the city. 

St. Louis was a small town when I first 
landed here,” the Captain said. “Let me 
gee," he continued, “that is just about 
ninety years ago. of the business at 
tae tme was close together along the 
evee.

He is proud of his three lodges or organiza- 
tions—the G. A. R., the Masons and the 
Odd Fellows. 

Capt. Haynes has been a great reader in 
his day, but h's eves are not strong enough 
now to permit him to read ordinary print. 
However, attaches of the Memoria! 
read to him every dav so that the old man 
has a very accurate knowledge of what is 
oing on in the world, for he always has the 
Saily papers read to him, in preiterence to 
books. 

The apartments assigned to Capt. Haynes 
in the Memorial Home are very pleasantly 
located on the second floor of the building. 
His room is furnished nicely and an air of 
cheerfulness prevails. The venerable cap- 
tain appears to be glad to have visitors and 
he takes much interest in entertaining. A 
more polite centenarian can not be found in 
the entire United States. When the rost- 
Dispatch reporter asked Capt. Haynes how 
long it had been since he had a picture 
taken, he replied: “Why, just about six 
months ago. Mighty good picture of me 
too. I will get one for you, and I have no 
objections to you us'ng it in your paper, 
but you must bring it back to me 4s it is 
the last one that have lieft.’’ As the old 
man talked about the picture he walked 
across the room to a dresser, where he open- 
ed a drawer and found the picture, 
Then e he walked back his couch 
without any assistance. In fact, the 
authorities in charge of the Home. say 
that the venerable captain walks out of the 
bu'iding and about the lawn yery frequently 
when the weather is pleasant. When he goes 
out he walks with an ordinary cane. Not. 
withstanding his comparative sprightliness, 
those who know him intimately say that he 
ig beginning to show his age more plainly 
than ever before and that he has become 
more feeble within the past few months. 
When asked how he happened to obtain 
his t'tle of captain, the old man replied that 
he was not a captain and that he had never 
earned the title. His gallant service in the 
war of 1812 caused Andrew Jackson to nick- 
name him “Capt. Jack,”’ and the title ever 
afterwards clung to him. “William is my 
first name,”’ said Capt. Haynes to the re- 
porter, “‘but you may just oall me Jack.” 
There are many other people of advanced

ROOSEVELT RESIGNS. 


No Love Lost Between Him and His 
Associates.

NEW YORK, April 17.—Police Commis- 
sioner Roosevelt sent his resignation to 
Mayor Strong this morning.

Lisbon Incensed at the Prospect of 
Losing Delagoa Bay. 


LISBON, April 17.~The supposed British 
designs upon Delagoa Bay are the subject 
of universal comment in government cir- 
cles. The object of the German campaign 
against Great Britain in South Africa mat- 
ters is assumed to be carried on with the 
aim of discrediting England in the eyes of 
Portugal.

Saturday afternoon Edwards Whitaker, 
president, and C. D. McLure, vice-presi- 
,dent, of the Lindell.Railway Co., purchased 
a controlling interest in the Missouri! Rail- 
way Co. 

The deed represents the most gigantic 
transaction in the history of local street 
railroad investments. Over two million dol- 
lars changed hands in the deal. 

The contract of sale was made late Sat- 
urday afternoon in the office of C. D. Mc- 
Ture, the Granite Mountain mililonaire, in 
the Security Building. Those present dur- 
ing the consummation of the deal were 
Pierre Chouteau Maffitt, president of the 
Missouri Railway Co., and representative 
of the Maffitt estate holdings in the road; 
Messrs. Daniel and Ephron Catlin, arid Mr. 
John A. Scudder, heavy stockholders in the 
same road, and Messrs. Edwards Whitaker 
and (, D. MclLure of the Lindell system. 

Though all parties to the sale are reticent 
as to the purchase price, it is learned from 
reliable sources that the figure paid to the 
Missour! Company was $16 a share of the 
capital! stock. 

The Missouri! Company's securities have 
been quoted in the local market at $150 a 
Fhare on capital stock and $105 on bonds. 
The stock has been paying 8 per cent an- 
nually.

Though Messrs. Whittaker and McLure 
bought the stock as tndividuals they make 
no secret of the fact that they purchased 
“as representatives of the Lindell company. 
I) rectors of the Missouri road also acknowl- 
edge that they sold out with the under- 
standing that they were transferring the 
controiuing interest in thelr property to the 
Lindell company. 

The significance of this gigantie deal in 
Street rallroed properties les in its in- 
creased facilities to the traveling public. 
The Olive street road, the principal factor 
of the Missouri! system, has suffered from 
the lack of facilities for a north and south 
transfer system. Though it enjoyed a pay- 
ing patronage, mainly because of its exe 
cellent service, it was beginning to lose 
Bround through the fact that, the Lindell 
road tapped its territory and held the fur- 
ther advantage over it of north and south 
transfers at Kighteenth street, Vandeventer 
and Taylor avenues, 

The directors of the Missourl company re- 
alized that they were at a disadvantage. 
They were too busily engaged with other 
interests to cast about for extensions to 
their systems, and in time real'zed that 
their only hope was to sell out to either 
4 the big systems that tapped their ter- 
ritory. 

The Hamilton syndicate, that controls the 
Cass Avenue, the Citizens’ and the North- 
ern Central lines, was anxious to get a 
connection to Union Station, but they could 
hot see the wisdom of investing $2,000,000 
in the privilege.

Mr. Zach Lionberger was equally reti- 
cent as to details. He admitted that he 
as director of the Missouri company was 
aware of the negotiations and had signed 
certain papers, but was not sure of the 
terms of the sale or the intentions of the 
Lindell company in purchasing the prop- 
erty. 

Though the Lindell Rallway Co. comes 
by Saturday's transaction into control of 
the Missouri railway system, it is under- 
stood in monetary circles that Mr. Mc- 
Lure’s investment represents not sO much 
his street railway interests as his Granite 
Mountain coterie. It is significant that he 
and Mr. L. M. Rumsey and other Granite 
Mountain and Bimetallic stockholders 
spent Saiurday afternoon, in traversing the 
multitudinous ramifications of the Lindell 
Railway system. When queried on this 
point Mr. MclLure was non-committal. He 
said: “Mr. Whitaker and I have bought 
control of the Missouri Railway. The pur- 
chase was logical. There is nothing more 
to be said.’’ The only indication Mr. Mc- 
Lure gave of having participated in a 
$2.(00,000 transaction was his anxiety to dis- 
tribute a very fine article of Havana cigars. 
(luite an interesting chapter in commer- 
cial history is ¢losed by the transfer of the 
Missouri to the Lindell company. What was 
up to yesterday the Missouri Railway sys- 
tem represented the oldest street passenger 
system of St. Louis. In ante-bellum days 
a bus line owned and operated by the late 
Erastus Wells ran out Olive street, the prin- 
cipal thoroughfare, as far as what is now 
known as Eighteenth street. The locality 
was then a shady grove and a favorite 
spot for picnic parties. Later the Rev. Dr. 
Bullard built a magnificent church in the 
vicinity—now the Second Presbyterian 
Church. In the march of progress Mr. 
Wells changed his line into a horse-car rail- 
way extending as far as Grand avenue. 
Later, after the Suburban Railway inaug- 
urated the cable system, the Olive street 
line followed suit, and has proved up to 
the present time the only dividend paying 
cable road in St. Louis. The line was ex- 
tended to the main entrance of Forest Park. 
It is doubtful if even under new manage- 
ment, the motive power of the road will be 
changed for some time to come. 

The Lindell road is also one of the old- 
est of the city’s street railroad properties. 
It was operated for a long time by its 
founder, John W. Maxon, a gentleman who 
for years enjoyed the contumely of his 
fellow citizens for his ‘persistent devotion 
to bob-tail cars, 

When the company fell into the hands of 
George W. Capen he experimented for a 
long time with storage motor cars, but 
finally adopted the overhead trolley and 
built up the present system, which em- 
braces the Washington, Delmar, Page and 
Spalding avenue system, the Compton 
Heights and Union Depot Railway, the 
Vandeventer Avenue Railway and the 
North and South Taylor Avenue Railway. 
The combined capital stock and bonded in- 
debtedness of the system represents near- 
ly seven and a quarter million. dollars. 
With the addition of the $5,000,000 invest- 
ment of the Missouri Co. added it now be- 
comes the greatest railway system in the 
city and in point of equipment the greatest 
street railway corporation in the United 
States. From a money-making ¢tandpoint 
it is entirely without rival, for the Missouri 
Co. has. been paying & and the Lindell 6 
per cent annually on their capital stock. 

The present consolidation leaves the street 
railways of St. Louis almost entirely in 
the hands of three gigantic syndicates—the 
Lindell, representing the Washington, Del- 
mar, Page and Spalding, the Compicn 
Heights, the Vandeventer, the North and 
South Taylor, the Olive, the Market ard the 
Laclede Railways; the» Hamfiton syndicate, 
owning the Citizens’, Cass Avenue, North- 
ern Central and Broadway TLines: and the 
Scullin system, controlling the Un'‘on De- 
pot, Kighteenth street, Grand avenue, Bel- 
lefontaine and Union Lines. The only out- 
side lines are the Suburban, the People’s, 
— Southwestern and the Southern -Elec- 
ric.

ARREST OF A MIDWIFE AND 
CHRISTIE O’BRIEN. 


ENGLISH’S 


ELENORE BABY. 


It Was Born Alive, She Says, but the 
Prisoners Claim It Never 
Saw the Light. 


Health Commissioner Max Starkloff was 
informed a few days ago that a child was 
born at Mrs. Cornelia Kassing’s lying-in 
establishment, at 2619 Palm street, Feb. 28, 
and died three days later. 

No report of the birth was made to the 
department, and no certificate of death had 
been presented or burial certificate issued. 

He requested Chief of Police Harrigan to 
investigate. His letter was refrred to Capt. 
EB. J. Phillips of the Fifth District. 

Capt. Phillips’ inquiries brought out such 
contradictory statements that the cause of 
death was brought.in question. 

The Captain’s report was transmitted to 
Dr. Starkloff yesterday. He immediately re- 
quested Chief Harrigan to act. 

The midwife was brought to the Four 
Courts last night. Her account of the death 
of the infant was heard and she was locked 


up. 

The mother of the child is Elenore Eng- 
lish, the 16-year-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jospeh English, of 4957 Easton avenue. 

She is said to have been betrayed by 
Chr.sty O’Brien, of 716 Russell avenue, a 
tobacco worker, employed at Butler’s fac- 
tory, Sixteenth and Walnut strvets. 

Ske left home several months ago and her 
parents did not know where she was. 

She lived with O’Brien on Fourteenth 
street, near Morgan, until early in Febru- 
ary, when he took her to Mrs. Kassing 5. 

She gave her name there as Veda Gor- 
don, and said she came from Mechanics- 
ville, He guve his name as Thomas 
O’ Brien. 

The child was born shortly before mid- 
night Saturday, Feb. 27. Mrs. Kassing says 
it was born dead. Miss English says it 
was alive and normal in every respect, 

Both agree that a child was born and 
that after its death the body was taken 
away by O’Brien. There is no doubt that 
the body was unlawfully disposed of, but 
the important question to be answered is 
when it died and what caused its death. 


Miss English was found by her father 
three weeks after her confinement and taken 
home. She has been confined to her bed 
ever since. 

She told a very circumstantial story last 
night. 

‘“‘My baby was born near midnight, Satur- 
day night, Feb. 27,"’ she said. “It was alive 
and with me in bed until Wednesday morn- 
ing, March .3, Abou* 7:30 o’clock Mrs. Kas- 
sing brought me some tea to drink and laid 
the baby in another bed in the room. I 
asked her if she didn’t think its hair was 
getting pretty. She said ‘yes.’ 

“‘After drinking the tea I turned over and 
went to sleep. 1 awoke about 10 o’clock. Mrs. 
Kassing came in the room and asked me 
how I felt. I told her I felt better. I asked 
for the baby. She said it had been sleeping. 
‘I will wash it now,’ she said, and walked 
over to it. She picked it up and carried it 
to the door opening into the kitchen, where 
a bowl of water was sitting. She sat with 
her back to me. I heard her say something 
in German to her daughter. Then she turned 
around toward me and said: ‘Don’t be ex- 
cited, Veda, your baby ts dead.’ 

“She brought it to the bed. It was be- 
ginning to turn purple around the mouth, 
and one of its hands was tightly closed. 
Lea red said Mrs. Kassing, ‘it died with the 
colic." 

‘*That evening I asked her what she had 
done with the baby. She said it wasina 
wash boiler in the cellar. 

“Mr. O’Brien came that night. She told 
me next day he had taken the body away. I 
asked him about it, but he would not an- 
swer me. He never told me where he buried 
it 


‘“‘T wasn’t married, but the baby was so 
pretty I wanted it to live. I was terribly 
shocked when I saw its dead face.”’ 

When English went to get his daughter 
Mrs. Kassing told him the baby was alive 
and had been placed in an asylum by 
O’ Brien. 

His daughter says the midwife shook her 
fist and dared her to tel! anything about 
the death of the child. Mr. English also 
Says he saw Mrs. Kassing shaking her 
fist in his daughter's face. ; 

A call was made at the Kassing home. 
Mrs. Kassing had been gone to the Four 
Courts two hours and the children were 
uneasy. Her daughter Cornelia said the 
baby was born dead Saturday night and 
the body was kept in the house until Tucts- 
day evening, when O'Brien took it away, 
Hier mother cou!d not write English and 
she gave O'Brien a blank certificate which 
he promised to fill out. 

Mrs. Bertha Tavlor, of 2625 Palm street, 
came in. She said she saw the baby dead 
the next morning after it was born. 

When this was repeated to Miss English 
she said Mrs. Taylor saw the live baby Sun- 
day and commented on its size. 

She also said Miss Tinnite Wrench, living 
on Salisbury street, and two other ladies 
had seen the baby alive. 

O’Brien did not go home from work last 
night. His brother said he had. stayed up 
town to go to the theater and he did not 
know where he could be found. 

About three weeks ago the body of an in- 
fant was found in a sewer near the Fair 
Grounds. It is supposed to have been the 
one in question. 

O’Brien is now under $800 bond for the 
Grand-jury on the charge of seduction 
brought by Miss English’s father. 

Mrs. Kassing and O’Brien were arrested 
by Detective Denny O'Connell and locked 
up in the holdover. The statements made 
by the suspects are widely different. 

Mrs. Kaesing was cool and collected when 
seen by a reporter. She is about 50 years 
old, with piercing black eyes and black 
hair. She pretended to not understand 
why she should be a prisoner. 

According to her story she does not know 
any one named Elinore English. She said 
that on January 13, a man giving the name 
of Thomas O’Brien came to her home at 
2619 Palm street and wanted her to board 
a young woman who was soon to become a 
mother. Mrs. Kassing is a midwife, but 
she has a family of six children, and at 
first demurred on account of lack of room. 
O’Brien insisted and she finally consented. 

“Nevada Gordon was the name the girl 
gave,’’ said Mrs. Kassing, ‘‘and I never 
knew her by any other name. l under- 
stand that she came from Mechanicsburg, 
O., and never heard otherwise until the de- 
tectives told me. O’Brien told me that the 
girl had trouble with her stepmother and 
that she came to St, Louis too or (tnree 
years axo. The baby was born on Satur- 
day, Feb. 27. It was dead when born. 
O’Brien came to the house the following 
day. and I told him of it. I issued a 
burial permit on the 28th, and two asys 
later O’Brien came and took the body. I 
do not know what he did with it. 

“Three weeks later a man saying he was 
the girl’s father came to my house with 
the police and took her away. I do not 
know where she went. I saw neither her 
nor O’Brien from that time. I cannot 
write English well and O’Brien made out 
the burial permit and read it to me. 
signed it, as the law gives midwives that 
right.’’ 

O’Brien said: “The girl did not assume 
any name when she went to Mrs. Kas- 
sings. I told the midwife that her name 

Elia English, and that her home was 
Louis. I was not responsible for 
condition, but J] paid her board at 

Kassings. 

‘‘Her baby was born Feb. 27. I was there 
a day or two afterward, and Mrs. Kass ¢ 
and Elia both told me the baby was born 
dead. Mrs. Kassing wanted me to give 
her $10 to bury the child, but I would not 
do it. I finally Agreed to pay her $. She 
gave me the burial permit. I took {ft to 
pees myself clear if any crouble ever arose. 

did not cee Elia after she left Mrs. Kas- 
sing’s until April when I was tried in 
Judge Murphy's court on a charge of se- 
duction.”’ 

O’Brien is 83 years old. He lives at 
BDighth street and Russell avenue, and is 
employed in the Butler tobacco factory.

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MULLANPHY BANK DEPOSITORS 
ON THE ALERT. 


ARE AFTER THE DIRECTORS. 


An Attorney and an Expert Account- 
ant Employed to Make a 
Searching Investigation. 


Depositors of the defunct Mullanphy Bank 
met last night at Lafayette Hall, Seven- 
enteenth street and Cass avenue, and de- 
cided to assist Receiver Wm. J. Stone in 
every way possible to expedite the liquida- 
tion of the bank’s assets. ‘ 

There were about 13 
a number of ladies. 

Louis Harmon, permanent chairman of 
the depositors’ committee, presided. 

George Weber, George Marting, Julius Sel- 
zer, Henry Kamp and John J. Latal the In- 
vestigating Committee appointed at the 
last meeting, reported that they had con- 
sulted an attorney and had been advised 
that any director or official of the bank 
who received deposits after the bank was 
insolvent could be held personally respon- 
sible. The committee had called on Re- 
ceiver Stone and were informed that he 
would issue receivers’ certificates April 19. 
Depositors will be required to place their 
bank books and certificates of deposit in 
the receiver's hands in return for these cer- 
t:ficates. 

The committee reported that they had 
looked into the bank’s affairs and found that 
few of the directors had money in the bank 
when it failed, and that some of them stlil 
owe money to the bank. In view of these 
facts the committee suggested that it would 
be well for the depositors to employ an at- 
torney to look after details not in the re- 
ceiver’s province, and an expert accountant 
to go over the books with a view to learn- 
ing whether there was ground for criminal] 
action against any of the directors or offi- 
cers of the bank. 

To defray the necessary expenses the com- 
mittee advised that the depositors consent 
to an assessment each to pay 1 per cent of 
his claim against the bank. 

Casper Kraleman objected to the assess- 
ment on the ground that the bank’s af- 
fairs were in the hands of Receiver Stone 
and Judge Valliant, who could be depended 
on to do everything necessary for the wel- 
fare of the depositors. 

A motion to levy the assessment was car- 
ried. 

Attorney W. B. Homer spoke on the 
necessi@évy of employing an attorney. 

tov. Stone has already collected $150,000 
of the bank’s assets, and expects to pay a 
dividend of 2% per cent before the end of 
May. 

Forty-nine new members joined the de- 
positors’ committee. Depositors wishing to 
join can send their names and addresses to 
Miss Dependahl, 924 Mullanphy street.

DELTA SITUATION’ BETTER. 


The Refugee Question Is Becoming a 
Very Serious One in the Lou- 
isiana Cities. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., April 17.—For the 
first time since the commencement of the 
present high water campaign the local sit- 
uation of levee protection may be pro- 
ounced as serious. 

The levee managers maintain an assump- 
tion of composure, but it does not require 
an expert to discern the fact that it will 
necessitate continued vigilance and an 
enormous amount of hard work to preserve 
certain sections of the parish levees intact. 

Entire confidence is reposed in the author- 
ities in charge of the levees. The river at 
Plaquemine is still four-tenths of a foot be- 
low the high-water mark of 1898. 


JACKGON, Miss., April 17.—Gov. Mo- 
Laurin hes written to the Governors of 
Arkansas, Louisiana and Tennessee, ask- 
ing for a conference at Vicksburg et a 
time to be fixed by them in the near fu- 
ture for the purpose of taking united ac- 
tion looking to the securing from Congress 
of an appropriation sufficient to close the 
crevesses so that a crop can be made this 
year.

The levee was 
eighteen feet higher and had a batting in 
front of it about eighteen feet, all grown up 
with willows and cottonwoods, Your cor- 
respondent visited the crevasse th:s fore- 
noon when, although it was only twelve 
hours old, it gave promise of being 
the most formidable Louisiana has eyer 
known with perhaps the single exception 
of the great Morgansea. An immense river 
not less than fifteen hundred feet wide and 
rushing forward like a cataract was roar- 
ing through the wooded battings and plung- 
ing through the great gap in the embank- 
ment with such force that nothing seemed 
able to withstand its fury. Stout trees 
Were seen to quiver and reel in its path 
and then go down and be swept away in the 
backwater at race horse speed. 


When the current narrows to plunge 
through the crevasses it curles in great 
whirlpools at the edge, causing a depres- 
sion of from six to ten feet and then, as it 
chafes on the ragged ends of the broken 


levee it breaks into enormous foaming 
| waves, which assert themselves for half a 
' mile from the inside of the levee. Between 
| these foasning, tempetuous borders the wa- 
ter sweeps forward in a shining and almost 
unbroken torrent, not unlike that which 
pours down the centre of the Horse Shoe 
Falls at Niagara. The decline between the 
levees of the stream outside and inside the 
levee is still very considerable, but the rush 
of the waters is so swift that it swells high 
in the center and shoots away inland in 
semi-cylindrical form, which detracts some- 
what from the apparent fall. 


Behind the levees there was a compara- 
tively narrow strip of plantation from a 
quarter to a half mile in depth. Behind 
this comes a belt of low-lying swamp near- 
ly or quite two miles wide, and beyond this 
again lie beautiful cotton plantations in a 
high state of cultivation. 


Like all overflows in the Louisiana low- 
lands, this one spreads out into a fan-like 
formation, but the main channe] of the cre- 
vasse strikes straight across to the swamp 
at right angles to the course of the levee. 
The spread of what might be termed the 
wings of this gigantic stream is correspond- 
ingly swift and turbulent each way. When 
walking along the levee on a trip to the 
crevasse the wrecks of houses were visible 
drifting past in the opposite direction at a 
rate of three or four miles an hour. 


At one point a mile from the crevasse 
&® small cabin completely afloat was seen, 
but it wag at a point where the wing cur- 
rermt was sotting northward at some dis- 
tance from the levee, the minor current 
upon which it was floating being sluggish. 
Taking advantage of this circumstance, 
the old negro proprietor of the cabin, his 
two sons and a neighbor has fastened 
a stout inch rope around one of the cab- 
in’s logs, and as they were afraid to drive 
a etake in the levee for fear of inducing 
another crevasse, three -boys with their 
feet braced in the grassy slope of the levee 
were striving to serve as an anchor for the 
cabin, while its owner with his boat moored 
to the gable was taking out his very lim- 
ited supply of household belongings. At 
times the little cabin would become partly 
fractioug and threatened to drag the boys 
into the backwater, but they gamely de- 
clined to turn it loose until everything 
had been eaved except three sacks of cot- 
ton seed. 

The situation of the flood sufferers in this 
city is one that entails great responsibility 
and vast anxiety on those who have under- 
taken to care for them until the Govern- 
ment supplies reach here. The citizens, 
white and colored, are do ng what they can, 
but it takes a great deal to feed 1,500 peo- 
ple, and the number is being augmented 
constantly. To-night the colored Odd Fel- 
lows met and decided to call on their breth- 
ren al] over the United States for aid. 


Tents are en route and meanwhile all are 
being sheltered temporarily about the town, 
Clothing is needed in many cases, the people 
having lost every thing. Supplies sufficient 
are at hand to last over Sunday, the Relief 
Committee states. Appeals are beginning 
to come in from the adjacent country, and 
if relief is late there will be suffering in 
some quarters. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 17.—The outflow 
of water at Biggs will not only do much to 
relieve the levees on the Mississippi, but 
will also hasten the passage of the flood 
through the Mississippi delta, thus ensuring 
a crop in that rich valley. 

There are many weak spots reported in 
the Louisiana levee and another break may 
occur at any hour. 

Throughout the flooded Mississippi delta 
to-day the situation is more encouraging. 
The backwaters are slowly falling, passing 
through the Yazoo into the main channel 
north of Vicksburg. 


At Helena the river has fallen nearly five 
feet since April 4. In the northern part of 
that city, which has been under water 
more than three weeks, the water has fallen 
sufficiently to allow many people to move 
back into their houses. The water inside 
the southern part of the city is fast disap- 
pearing by means of gigantic pumps, which 
are kept running night and day. 

At Rosedale, Friar’s Point, Greenville and 
other delta points the river is falling. 

At Memphis a fall of one-tenth of a foot 
is recorded, the gauge registering 35.7 at 7 
o'clock. At Cairo, Paducah, Cincinnati! and 
Louisville the river continues to fall. 


A large amount of supplies were for- 
warded from Memphis to-day. The steamer 
Harpin carried provis.ons and feed up the 
St. Francis River to supply the relief sta- 
tions established there. Lieut Carnahan 
went on this trip to superintend the distri- 
bution of supplies. The steamer Rowena 
Lee left this afternoon with a cargo of sup- 
plies for the relief stations between Mem- 
phis and Ashport. There will be several 
new atations visited by the Rowena Lee on 
this trip. 


NATCHEZ, Miss., April 17.—The gauge 
here shows another rise of four-tenths dur- 
ing the last twenty-four hours. No breaks 
are reported in the immediate vicinity, but 
the best posted and most reliable authori- 
tles on the levees admit that they are 
standing a much stronger etrain than has 
ever been expected of them, and had the 
weather of the past few days been other 
than perfect many breaks would have 
probably occurred.

HIS LIFE ON A HORSE RACE. 


Since Gold Bug Finished Fifth Old 
' James Hunter Has Disappeared. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 17.—James 
Hunter, who has been on the turf for many 
years, is supposed to have staked. his life 
on Gold Bug, his favorite racer. Gold Bug 


started in a race at the Oakland track 
Tl.ursday and made a gallant struggle, but 
there were faster horses in the field. The 
defeat meant much to Hunter, who is now 
missing. His friends are firmly convinced 
that he has forfeited his life because his 
horse lost the race. 

Hunter began his turf career at the Kehoe 
Stock Farm in Idaho, where he bought the 
colt Gold Bug and trained him for a racer. 
Hunter made the circuit in Idaho and Mon- 
tana and went as far Kast as Chicago. Two 
— ago he came to the coast with Jacob 

Crause and started Gold Bug on this cir- 

For nearly eight years Gold Bug made 
a handsome living for these two men. Of 
late however, the horse has been stale from 
overwork and purses have been few and far 
between. Hunter became a heavy drinker, 
and owing to lack of money, has been com- 
pelled to seek sheltem in the stable of his 
pet. 
On Thursday last Henry Shields got the 
mount on Gold Bug who was third at the 
start, second at the quarter, seventh at the 
half, sixth In the stretch and fifth at the 
finish. Hunter anxiously watched the race, 
on which he had staked A te oe When 
the race was over he pulled his hat over 
his eyes and remarked to his friend, Philip 
Siebenthaler, ‘‘]1 staked my life on that race 
and lost. A few drops will soon put an 
end to the whole business.”’ 

Taking a last look at Gold Bug as the ani- 
mal was being led to the stable Hunter 
turned from the race course and has not 
been seen since,

Offices in the Temple Building Desert- 
ed, the Secretary Has Skipped 
and Policy-Holders Mourn.

Scores of women have congregated on the 
fourth floor of the Temple Building, 19 
South Broadway, the last few days and 
have asked tenants what has become of 
the Western Industrial Association, which 
until a fortnight ago had offices at rooms 
44 and 46. 

For answer they have been referred by 
the elevator boys, the janitor and by a 
notice pasted on the door of 44 to room 
402, which is the office of the Covenant 
Mutual Association. In this latter place a 
young woman answered all inquiries. Prior 
to Friday she eaid the Western Industrial 
Association had removed to Charleston, Ww. 
Va., and that she was authorized to collect 
any monies that were due and forward the 
same to 8S. J. Masters, the secretary, who 
was in Charleston. 

This tune was changed yesterday. An- 
other song was sung, and it was due to the 
fact that the Post-Dispatch was investigat- 
the case. 
the Temple ‘Building yesterday morning, 
the notice had been torn from the door of 
404 and the young woman said she had 
nothing more to do with the Western In- 
dustrial Association.

She was told by Mr. Masters, she says, 
that no matter what affliction befell any 
member of the family, they would be re- 
imbursed. Had she read the clauses which 
are made a part of the contract, she would 
have been disillusioned. Three of them 
read as follows: 

“7. Sick beneficiaries are entitled to bene- 
fits only when confined to their beds for 
seven consecutive days. No more than 
twelve weeks will be paid in any 
consecutive months. 

“8. No benefits will be paid in case of sick- 
ness or death from intemperance, immorall- 
ty nor for hereditary diseases, nor for dis- 
eases contracted before joining the assa- 
ciation, nor for diseases that both sexes 
are not subject to nor for uterine dise’‘ses. 
Only one-half of the stipulated sum vill be 
paid for sickness or death caused ‘y any 
pulmonary dis@ase or rheumatism within 
two years from date of this’ certificate. 
Members will be required to furnish a doc. 
tor’s certificate satisfactory tu the Asso- 
ciation every week during sickness. 

‘11. Should a deficiency in the funds of 
the Association occur at any time, such 
deficiency shal] be made good, by the amount 
together with 6 per cent per annum, to 
bc charged against the certificates pro rata, 
and deducted therefrom when it. becomes 
a claim, instead of making an extra assess- 
ment.’’ 

A perugal of the eighth clause will show 
that it would be mighty difficult work fora 
erson to find an illness that would entitle 
toh to any benefits. 

But that was not Mrs. Pipe’s trouble. 
None of her family took sick. She thought 
she had a good thing and was anxious to 
nurse it. For six months Agent Higin- 
botham called regularly each week at her 
home and collected 40 cents each time. Ten 
days ago his visit was of a different nat- 
ure. He informed Mrs. Pipe he was not 
anxious to collect any more money; that 
the company had “busted’’ and he wished 
to have nothing more to do with it. 

Then Mrs. Pipe visited the Temple Build- 
ing, where she had met the suave Mr. Mas- 


| the hall she met several other women who 
were bent on the same mission. On the 
door of the office where they had received 
their gators was the legend “‘Removed to 
402.”" hey were told in this office, which 
bears the sign “Covenant Mutual Associa- 
tion,’’ that the offices of the Western In- 
dustrial Association had been removed to 
Charleston, W. Va., because the laws of 
Missourl were too stringent. However, if 
they had any money to leave it would be 
forwarded to that destination. But they 
had no money to leave. Instead the women 
went home and told their neighbors what 
had happened. The news spread and there 
are any number of persons who are mourn- 
ing the disappearance of the Western In- 
dustrial Association. 


Yesterday a reporter for the 
patch endeavored to find some person con- 
nected with the association, but it was im- 
possible. The one man whom everybody 
says is the mainspring of the institution is 
S. J. Masters, and to all accounts he is in 
West Virginia, 

In the papers of incorporation of the 
Western Industrial the name Rowland L. 
Johnson appears as Vice-President. Mr. 
Johnson is a lawyer and has an office in the 
Temple Building directly opposite 444. The 
reporter called there several times yester- 
day, but could’ not find the individual 
named. Finally an elderly man, who said 
he was J. J. Johnson, exclaimed: ‘“‘Rowland 
Johnson ismy son. He lives at Old Orchard. 
What can I do for you?” 

The object of the visit was explained. 

Rowland had nothing to do with the 
company at all beyond being their attor- 
ney. Yes, I know they put his name up as 
Vice-President, but he held only a share. 
He had nothing to do with any crooked 
work and never had anything to do with 
issuing policies. He was as surprised as 
any of us when the company moved to 
Charleston. 

“No, I don’t know who ia responsible. 
That fellow Masters seemed to be the head 
and front of it all. He has gone away, I 
understand.”’ 

J. Higinbotham, the collector above re- 
ferred to, said last night there were about 
twelve collectors in St. Louls.

MRS. CARL COHNBERG HAS CON- 
CUSSION OF THE BRAIN. 


VEGETABLE WAGON WAS UPSET.

Cohnberg, 2811 Sheridan avenue. As the 
result of a street railway accident yesterday 
Mrs. Cohnberg is prostrate at St. John’s 
Hospital, suffering from concussion of the 
brain and numerous bruises on her body, 
and her five small children are at home 
without parental care. Carl Cohnberg, the

Mrs. Cohnberg was thrown out of the 
vehicle and her head struck violently against 
the pavement. The shock rendered her un- 
conscious. Cohnberg was injured on his 
right arm, but not seriously. The arm is 
badly bruised, there being a painful con- 
tus.on on the elbow, but no bones were 
broken, according to the statement of Dr. 
E. W. Oelfcken, the attending physician, 
' who is in the employ of the street railway 
company.

tered promiscuously, but the horse that 
drew the wagon was not injured. 

The Cohnbergs say that the motorman did 
not sound the gong. An effort will be made 
to learn the identity of some of the pas- 
sengers on the car in order that they may be 
used as witnesses, and a damage suit will 
probably follow. 

When a reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
called at St. John’s Hospital yesterday af- 
ternoon Mrs. Cohnberg was resting fairly 
well. Thesisters in charge of the institution 
stated, however, that she was in a most 
eritica] condition. Dr. Oelfcken was not 
inclined to look upon the injury as being so 
serious. He admitted that Mrs. Cohnberg 
was suffering from concussion of the brain 
but he expressed the opinion that she woul 
recover without difficulty. 

Dr. Oelfcken reached the scene almost tm- 
mediately after the accident, his office bein 
only a block and a half distant; yet he Ron 
no opinion to express as to the probable 
carelessness of the motorman. It is a 
mooted question whether the gong was 
sounded. The street railway doctor gug- 
gested to the reporter that there was no 
occasion for interviewing the Cohnbergs. 

At the Cohnberg residence no one was at 
home except five small children and a broth- 
er of the injured woman. None of them 
witnessed the accidemt except Julius, the 
8-year-old boy. He is a bright little fellow 
and was able to give a fairly intelligent ac- 
count of the thrilling experience through 
which he passed. 

‘“‘We were driving across the tracks in a 

hurry,” he said, “and would not have been 
caught by the car if the gong had ‘been 
sounded. We did not know the car was 
coming until we were struck. It must have 
been running very fast, or we would have 
had time to get out of the way. It all hap. 
pened before we could tell what was going 
on.”” . 
Ben Emanuel, Mrs. Cohnberge’s brother. 
did not see the collision, but he had made 
some investigation gnd from what he could 
learn he was of the opinion that the street 
railway peofile were to blame. 

Cohnberg divided his time yesterday be- 
tween making trips to the hospital to see 
his wife, and attending to his fruit business. 
He is rather prosperous for one of his voca.- 
tion and is a hustler for business, regard- 
less of accidents. 

Mrs. Cohnberg !{s a large woman, in- 
clined to corpulency. There are severa) 
severe gashes and bruises on her forehead. 
the worst over her right eye. She was un. 
conscious from the time she was struck 
until a Jate hour yesterday afternoon, when 
she rallied slightly. She was not, however, 
clearly conscious of her surroundings. The 
injured woman is 36 years of age, and 
has frequently accompanied her husband 
when he goes out to make sales.

This is the story of the Belcher Sugar 
Refining Company, whose business was for 
more than forty years the admiration of 
this country, and whose works now lie dead 
in the embrace of an octopus to which it 
Was compelled to surrender when it could 
no longer meet the terrific onslaught by 
combined trust capita). 

“Time Was,” says Mr. A. D. Cunningham, 
the last secretary of the company, “‘‘when 
the levee from Biddle to Walnut streets, a 
distance of one mile, was literally covered 
with hogsheads and barrels of sugar from 
our refinery, while barge loads of crude 
sugar from New Orleans, Cuba and. the 
Manilla Islands crowded the wharves, to the 
exclusion of other freight. All this we 
ehipped North and Northwest. eupplying 
the trade as far as Salt Lake City, St. Paul, 
Denver and the head waters of the Mis- 
sour. 

“We had a refining capacity of 3,000 barrels 
@ day, and our business amounted to some- 
thing like $5,000,000 a year. But in 1886. find- 
in@ that the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany—commonly known as the Sugar Trust 
—had absorbed nearly all competitors. and 
was in position to crush us out, we deeded 
our property to that Company, eold out 
while we could, and retired. The Trust ran 
this refinery less than «a year and then 
closed up the building. It has been idle ever 
gince, but the machinery is all there, ready 
to be started up whenever its owners deem. 


East, and ran up the importation of sugar 
in bags from 1,889 in 1887, when the Trust 
took hold here, to 223,217 bags last year. 

The Merchants’ Exchange report naively 
says: “‘American refiners have not suffi- 
cient protection to keep out foreign refined, 
and as the quality of the foreign improves, 
it finds its way here in large quantities.”’ 
But it wouldn't find its way here if the 
Sugar Trust would loosen its grip on the 
Belcher refinery and permit it to resume 
its old business of importing 50,000 hozs- 
heads of crude sugar every year and turn. 
ing out 3,000 barrels of refined sugar every 
day at the very doors of the St. Louis 
jobbers, 

Up at Ashley and Main streets stands the 
Pelcher refinery, the first high building the 
city ever knew. It received its final touches 
in 1883, and, together with the Belcher min- 
eral water artesian well, became at once 
the wonder and pride of the town. 

William H, Belcher, who came from Con- 
necticut to this city, in 1839, who retired 
from business in 1859, and died in Chicago 
in 1866, established the sugar refining in- 
dustry here. He knew nothing whatever 
about that branch of human labor when, in 
1840, he entergd into partnership with Sam- 
uel McLean and started a refinery on Cedar 
Sireet, between Main and Second. It had 
been in operation only a short time when 
Gay, Glasgow & Co., then engaged in the 
importation of island sugar, bought Mr. 
Belcher’s interest, and finally Mr. McLean's 
interest. For one year Mr. Edward J. Gav 
gave his personal attention to the refinery: 
and it is worth mentioning here that after 
the days of reconstruction the Lousiana 
sugar planters sent Mr. Gay, then old crip- 
pled and very rich, to Congress and kept 
him there until his death, when he was suc- 
ceeded by his son-in-law, Col. Price. former- 
ly of Missouri. ' 

In 143, Wm. H, Belcher returned to St. 
Louts, repurchased the works and gave the 
business an enormous impetus, but the great 
flood of 1844 drowned him out and the re-

For many years the Belcher refinery not 
only divided its income with the people, but 
paid its stockholders a dividend of W per 
cent. With that money more industries were 
Started, more workmen employed, more 
homes made happy by added comforts and 
necessities. The individual then found pleas- 
ure and profit in investments which bene- 
fited himself and his neighbor. Under the 
corrupt and wicked system of trusts and 
corporations the individual loses control of 
his wealth, sinks it with that of others in 
the blind pool, closes. up factories and 
shops, corners the markets against the ne- 
cessities of life, and sends the honest toll- 
ers adrift on the sea of poverty. while the 
money kings buy legislation at the expense 
of the masses, 

This is part of the story contained tn the 
record of every Trust—more particularly 
in that of the Sanat Trust.

County Tour This Year Postponed

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A SCHOOL BOARD TICKET. 

Now that the Election Commissioners 
have definitely determined that it is their 
duty under the law to call an election 
for members of the School Board next 
month, the people of St. Louis are con- 
fronted with a very grave quéstion. That 
question is whether or not Boss Filley, 
more arrogant than ever in consequence 
of the victory he has just won, shall 
again annex the Schoo] Board to his ma- 
chine and defeat the purpose of the peo- 
ple to rectify abuses and do away with 
the corruption with which School Board 
affairs have teemed for years. 

It is announced authoritatively that a 
complete Filley or so-called Republican 
ticket for the School Board will be placed 
in the field, thus mixing up partisan pol- 
itics with School Board affairs, despite 
the intent of the framers of the new law 
to eliminate politics from the manage- 
ment of the schools. It would be in 
the highest degree unwise for the Demo- 
crats to follow this bad example and 
place a partisan Democratic ticket in the 
field. The Filley political ticket should 
be confronted with a ticket not only 
composed of first class men, both Demo- 
crats and Republicans, but placed in the 
field under non-partisan auspices. 

As the new school] law is in large part 
the result of the efforts of the Civic Fed- 
eration, it is proper that that body should 
take the lead in placing such a ticket in 
the field. But its leaders should obtain, 
if possible, the support of all the other 
non-partisan organizations in the city, 
such as the Merchants’ Exchange, the 
Cotton Exchange, the Business Men's 
League, the Mercantile Club, etc. These 
organizations properly refuse to take any 
part in politics, but the election of the 
right kind of.a School Board under the 
new law is not a question of politics at 
all. It is a question in which every good 
citizen, and especially every man or 
woman upon whom is the responsibility 
of rearing children, is deeply concerned. 

And here the Post-Dispatch makes a 
respectful suggestion to the ladies—or, as 
we prefer it—to the women of St. Louis. 
There is no objection to their seeking 
representation on the School Board by 
the election of one or more women, But 
they can far better subserve their own 
interests and far better promote the ad- 
Louis as

er part of their attention to securing the 
selection of the right kind of candidates 
for members of the School Board, wheth- 
er men or women, and then by doing 
their utmost to insure the election of

T am not in favor of the brutal treatment 
of convicts, nor of further degrading them. 
But it needs no Lombroso nor Nordau to 
tell us that an enormous percentage of our 
convicts are criminals by inheritance, crim- 
inals with whom the crimina! instinct will 
remain as long as breath remains in the 
body. Criminal statistics the world over 
prove this. The criminal is born. He begins 
his career almost in infancy. In his youth 
he is familiar with the houses of correc- 
tion, the work-houses and the reformatory. 
Later he graduatés into the full-fledged con- 
vict. Thereafter his days are spent in 
prisons or in dodging the police to keep from 


going there. There are exceptions, but they, 


are few. There are those who reform. They 
do not constitute 10 per cent of the whole. 
There are criminals who become such by 
circumstances or environment. They con- 
stitute a very small percentage also, and in 
many such cases if their family trees are 
scrutinized it will be found that circum- 
stances and environment merely developed 
the latent inherited criminal instinct. Give 
the convict a show by all means, but as we 
go along what's the matter with giving 
honest, but poor, ambition a show likewise? 
The present trend in some quarters is to 


place a premium on crime, and to make the 


doors of the penitentiary the open sesame 
to possible artistic and intellectual advance- 
ment. 


Speaking of heredity, doubtiess the widow 
of the late Elliott F. Shepard, whom his 
Vanderbiltian father-in-law found to be 
more kinds of a blank fool than he had ever 
encountered before, has reason to think that 
these qualities have descended to his off- 
spring.

No better illustration can be found of this 
than in the considerable falling off in the 
money receipts of the office during the year 
ending April 1, as compared with the same 
period of 189-9. The continued depression 
of business which began before last April, 
and which has not yet ended, ts the cause. 
Other cities have experienced the same fail- 
ing off proportionately, a further proof that 
the reduction of receipts was due entirely 
to discouraging business conditions.

THE REAL ESTATE ELECTION. 


A New Cupples District Building—Gen- 


eral News Among the Real 
Estate Agents. 


With the continuance of such weather as 


has prevailed during the week there should 
be a heavy increase in real estate transac- 
tions, beginning at once and 
throughout the entire year. The agents’ re- 
ports of sales, exhibited elsewhere; already 
show’ a most satisfactory business, and 
the best posted agents say that the next 
four weeks will show a large number of 
gales, as well as a great increase in build- 
ing operations. One of the older agents 
said to a Post-Dispatch representative yes- 
terday: 

“This isa peculiar city. That is, the peo- 
ple are peculiar in that weather conditions 
have much to do with their business trans- 


actions. At least that is the rule in real 
estate. When there is rain, or other bad 
weather, sales fall off at once, and no 


amount of persuasion will induce buyers to 
invest. I have known many cases where 
deals have been all but closed up, and the 
intervention of a bad day will ‘queer the 
deal and delay it for an indefinite period. 

“My expectation is that this will be the 
best year that has been seen in the St. Louis 
real estate business since 1892. Buyers all 
know that good property is being held at 
low ficures and that they cannot hope to 
gee this condition prevail long. As s800n as 
there is a general resumption of business 
there is certain to be a considerable stiffen- 
ing in values. This is as it should be, an in- 
centive to them to get in on the ‘ground 
floor,’ and some of them are already begin- 
ning to invest their money.” 

Mr. Dwyer of the Rice-Dwyer Co. said to 
a. Post-Dispatch representative, 

“T belleve now that the weather is set- 
tled, and that there will be a general look- 
ing up in the real estate business. All of the 
real estate agents have found that the in- 
quiry for property during the bad weather 
has been light, but I feel assured these con- 
ditions will give away to the multitude of 


sales beginning now and going through the. 


entire season, Money is easy, confidence has 
returned and people want to invest, hence 
there should be no further dullness.” 

Mr. Wallace Brennan, speaking for the 
I). B. Brennan Real Bstate Co., said: We 
have noticed considerable improvement in 
our renting business. There has also been 
considerable inquiry of late for nicely, fur- 
nished small houses in good districts™ We 
feel that 1897 will be one of the best years 
we had for some time. 

The money market is in a peculiar po- 
eition. There is plenty of money to be had 
at low rates of interest where the securities 
offered are considered satisfactory. There, 
however, is the rub. The unsettled condl- 
tions which have so long prevailed have 
imbued capitalists with over-caution. Their 
caution was justified, perhaps, when times 
were hard and property and merchandise of 
all kinds had depreciated in value. That is 
not now the case to euch an extent; yet, 
the men with money are still insisting on 
having as security for their money ground 
that is worth two or three times the amount 
of a loan desired. They are perfectly willing 
to lend $25,000 at 5 per cent, or from $50,000 
to $200,000 at 4% per cent, but they insist that 
the collateral offered shall be of a value 


two or three times greater than the amount | 


of the loan.

A MILLIONAIRE’S CARNIVAL. 


The Drift Towards War With the 
Transvaal Seems to Be Welcomed 
by Most Persons. 


LONDON, April 17.—The rush of the peo- 
ple leaving London has never been greater 
than during this week. The most striking 
feature of the exodus was the number of 
bicycles. 

The Prince of Wales has returned from 
the Riviera and spent Thursday morning 
overlooking the arrangements for the cele- 
bration of the Queen's diamond jubilee. He 
went to Sandringham on Thursday after- 
noon, and it is reported he was disgusted 
at finding the whole route in the hands of 
syndicates of speculators and the Queen's 


jut men prpotically put up for auction. 

The Daily Chronicle expresses itself as 
belig very despondent regarding the whole 
show. It says the arrangements are un- 
worthy of the occasion, and asserts that 
there is a rush of ‘‘millionaire Americans 
eager to distinguish themselves by pay'!ng 
fabulous prices.’’ Besides this, the whole 
celebration savors of a carnival of mill- 
lionaires and a triumph of flunkeyism, 
rather than a proper tribute. 


The drift towards war with the Trans- 
vaal is heartily welcomed by most classes, 
and even the Liberals and the West and 
East Enders alike are anxious for an out- 
break of hostilities in South Africa. The 
Statements made by the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, Mr. George P. Goschen, on Sat- 
urday last, when he referred to Great Brit- 
ain being determined to back up its high 
commissioner in South Africa, gir Alfred 
Miiner, with the power of the British Em- 
pire, etc., have been received with delight, 
and the angriest comments in the music 
halls against the Boers meet with .the 
heartiest reception. All the songs are hos- 
tile to President Kruger, ‘to Germany and 
to Holland. 

Jerome J. Jerome's To-Day frankly voices 
One side of this feeling. It says: By all 
means let us fight and win the Transvaal. 
We are going to fight for gold mines and 
territory if they cannot be got without 
fighting. Every nation has to play pirate 
at times, and let us play boldly when we 
do, and trust to Mr. Chamberlain to see 
flags of truce kept out of the soldiers’ 
baggage. They say the Boers have seen 
the flag of England hoisted on a stick and 
always white. It is time to prove we have 
a colored flag. 


Interest in the coming Cabot celebration 
Was aroused on Wednesday when Sir Clem- 
ents Markham, President of the Royal Ge- 
ographicaP Society, read an account of 
Cabot’s voyage to the North American con- 
tinent in 1487. 

Consul-General Collins, whose departure 
from London will be much regretted, has 
declined a public dinner tendered him by 
the leading members of the American colony 
here.

CUTTING RATES. 


‘The Weak Lines Want More Business 
and Are Likely to Slash 
the Tariffs. 


re- 


CHICAGO, Til., April 17.—Notwithstand- 
ing the formation of new agreements for 
the Western Passenger Association and 
the Western Freight Assoctation, and the 
determination of the strong roads that 
rates shall not be reduced, it is a fact that 
both freight and passenger rates are in a 
decidedly shaky condition. There are 
many traffic officials who are of the opin- 
jon that the reduction of rates will act as 
a galvanic battery in quickening business 
and they are disposed to try the remedy. 
Repeated warnings-have been made by the 
Board of Managers of the Joint Traffic 
Association against cutting rates, but this 
body is no longer held in awe since the 
decision of the Supreme Court made its 
legal] existence a matter of doubt. There 
are traffic officials on the roads running 
Bast from Chicago who do not believe that 
the Joint Traffic Association has the power 
to get them discharged if they do cut rates, 
and in the present status of the association 
before the law they do not believe that the 
association will dare to use its power in 
this direction, even if it should possess it. 

The advocates of lower rates believe that 
they will be able to cut their tariffs in 
such a manner that it can be kept from 
the Board of Managers of the freight asso- 
ciations and from the Interstate Commerce 
Commission as well. They want more busi- 
ness and think that lower rates are the 
only means of obtaining it. The strong 
lines, which naturally are getting the heav- 
ier portion of whatever business is moving, 
are strongly against any reduction in rates 
and will make it very warm for any road 
that attempts to cut them. The thing is 
rapidly approaching the point where the 
only question before the advocates of lower 
rates is whether they can cut their rates 
without being found out; if they think that 
they can work this they will not have the 
slightest hesitation in cutting both freight 
and passenger rates. 
The Western lines will very soon after 
their new agreement is disposed of, at the 
meeting to be held next week, take up the 
question of immigrant traffic. They have 
come to the opinion that they must have an 
equivalent for their clearing-house in some 
way and a meeting will be held to deter- 
mine on the best method of arranging mat- 
ters so that the decision of the Supreme 
Court will not be violated. The working of 
the clearing-house was satisfactory in the 
most eminent degree to all of the lines in- 
terested and it removed from among the 
Western roads a prolific source of demorali- 
zation. They are firmly of the opinion that 
they must supply the place of the clearing- 
house in some manner, but at present they 
are all at sea as to how the thing can be 
arranged. If it is not found possibie to reach 
an agreement on the guestion it is likely that 
some reductions will be made in the emi- 
grant rate or that the rate of commissions 
will be advanced.

THE TURKISH EMPIRE 
FROM ITS FOUNDATION.

The Turks are a very ancient race, sprung 
from Ishmael, son of Hagar, slave wife of 
Abraham, and, therefore, are the lineal 
descendants of, Shem, the eldest son of 
Noah. 

The founder of this race was Oghuz 
Khan, who, renouncing his ancestral faith, 
drew upon himself the anger of his father, 
and aftera long and bloody conflict the son 
was finally victorious and, with his follow- 
ers, settled tn Turkestan. 

The Turkish Empire now in existence 
was founded by Otman, or Osman, the son 
of a petty prince. The second Sultan, Or- 
chan, the son of Osman, organ‘zed a corps 
called the Janizaries, consisting of one thou- 
sand Greek boys of perfect form and 
features, from seven years and upwards, 
who were torn from their parents, con- 
verted to Islamism and drilled. These 


troops became famous during the different 
epochs of the Ottoman history for their ex- 
treme cruelty and revolts. 

In 1396 Sultan Bayezid, the fourth eee 
of Turkey, marched against the combine 
armies of Hungary, France, Italy, Ger- 
many and the Croatians, and defeated them 
with terrible slaughter at Nicopolis. h 

Sultan Mohammed II. reached the “wo 
of Ottoman aspirations. . 2B, — 
the Sultan encamped with 50,000 men by t “ 
walls of Constantinople, while his flee 
sailed through the Sea of Marmora and i 
rived at Gallipoli. After a long and care 
ful siege, on May 29, 14533, Constantinop © 
fell into the hands of the Turks and - 
three days Turkish barbarity reigned. 
Youth and beauty attracted the Mussul- 
mans’ choice; men and women were “a 
in couples, the men were bound with cor . 
the women fastened with their girdles an 
braids of long hair. Some of them Woaee 
thrown into the ships, others carried to ume 
Ottoman camp, and brutally assaulted, hing 
and treated worse than cattle. Everyt rs 
was plundered and many beautiful, as we 
as costly, edifices demolished. Em- 

Constantine Paleologus X., the last & - 
peror of Constantinople, or Sovereign Ri 
the Eastern Empire, was conspicuous for hls 
piety as well as for his valor, and died at 
the early age of 49 in a brave and glor.ous 
defense of his country and his throne. 

Constantinople, the capital of the Otto- 
man Empire, was called Byzantium from 
Byzas, who founded it in 658 B. C. It was 
enlarged by Constantine the Great, who re- 
moved the seat of the Empire from Rome 
to Byzantium in 330 A. D. It has the finest 
site in Europe, and is situated on a promon- 
tory of seven hills, each one of which is 
crowne@ by a magnificent mosque. On one 
side it he: the Propontis, or Sea of Mar- 
mora, ahd on the other the harbor of the 
Golden Horn; it Iies at the mouth of the 
Thracian Bosphorus, and with its suburbs 
forms a magnificent city. The harbor of 
Constantinople is sufficiently deep to float 
ships of the largest size, and is safe and 
commodious. The city is cosmopolitan in 
population and religion, and a city of won- 
derful possibilities, being connected by 
railroad with every part of Europe. Under 
the present Government it has a poor fire 
department and worthless police. The one 
is inadequate, and the other corrupt. 

There are two fire towers on the highest 
points on each side of the Golden Horn. 
In the galleries of these towers walchmen 
walk day and night, fleld glass in hand, 
On discovery of a fire in the day time a 
red ball is hoisted from a flagstaff; at 
night it is a red lantern; and guns are fired 
from a battery on a hill opposite. Runners, 
dressed in red shirts, holding spears, are 
sent throughout the city and its suburbs 
and give the alarm to all police stations, 
where the district watchmen learn the lo- 
cation of the fire and call attention to it 
by beating on the pavement with iron- 
shod staves and calling out, ‘‘There is a fire 
in Stambolda.’’ As soon as the alarm is 
given the fire engines are taken to the 
scene of action, but they are useless almost, 
being Only three feet square, small enough 
to be carried on the shoulders of the fire- 
men, who rush furiously through the nar- 
row: streets, stripped to the waist and 
screaming like maniacs. The firemen re- 
ceive no pay, except a present at New 
Year from the inhabitants of the section 
to which they belong, and they are allowed 
to have several other privileges. 

The Grand Vizier and the pashas are re- 
lott to be present at all large fires in 

onstantinople in order to encourage the 
firemen and superintend their work in ex- 
tinguishifiig the conflagration. 

From the highest police official to the 
district watchman, not one will refuse a 
bribe. They look upon this as one of the 
privileges of office. The police will arrest 
a person if the bribe is sufficient; the wit- 
nesses can readily be hired in a coffee shop 
and the judge prevailed upon to accept their 
testimony for the ‘*bakshish” or bribe. 

It is a remarkable fact that fully 90 per 
cent of the inhabitants of Constantinople 
are in the pay of the Government. The son 
perchance has a clerkship, and the mother, 
as well as each of the daughters receive a 

ension; these clerkships and pensions aré 

ereditary. 

The ignorance of even the intelligent 
Turks regarding affairs foreign to their 
city is astonishing. They have newspapers 
in euperfuity—English, French, Greek, 
Turkish, Armenian, Spanish and Bulgarian, 
but these contain nothing but local news, 
excepting such foreign items as it pleases 
the Porte to publish. Reporters are prac- 
tically unknown in Constantinople. Dis- 
agreeable news is always concealed from 
the Sultan until three or four days after 
the event has occurred. 


The Sheik-ul-Islam is the highest religious 
authority and to him all intricate matters 
are referred. The Softas, a turbulent class 
of young men, are the students of the Mos- 
lem religion; and are fanatics who cannot 
tolerate a Christian. The Koran is the re- 
ligious law, and governs civil affairs. The 
majority of Mohammedans know of this 
book only by tradition. It was compiled by 
Mohammed, a crafty Ishmaelite; who, mar- 
rying a rich widow, retired to the forests of 
Arabia, and claimed that he was there 
taught by the Archangel Gabriel, who ap- 
peared to him. Mohammed taught that af- 
ter death the true believer would go to 
Paradise, where the ground was of the 
finest flour, and where steeds grew on the 
wonderful tree called Tuba. If the  de- 
parted one was hungry he could piuck a 
fried pigeon from this wonderful tree, or 
whatever it was his wish to have. Christ 
was but an inferior Prophet according to 
Mohammed. for the main theme of the 
Koran is “‘There is but one God and Mo- 
hammed ig his greatest prophet."’ In 622 
A. D. Mohammed was compelled to fiy to 
Medina. This event forms the Mohamme- 
dan era. 

The Turks are copylists. Eolas | have cop- 
fed European laws, but they do not pro- 
tect; they have copied European courts, 
but they do not mete out justice; they 
have copied European schools, but these 
do not educate. 

Turkish officials think peculation, brib- 
ery, perjury and oppression of the weak 
inalienable privileges of official position. 
This idea has been passed down from 
t’me Mmmemorial. They form a gigantic 
“ring,” for the appointment of petty offi- 
cials is made by a commission, and usually 
only those who have been weighed and 
found wanting are selected. rom the 
Grand Vizier to the provincial official, this 
clags protect one another from the penal- 
ties of misconduct. 

The oppression suffered by Christians 
often is rather the tyranny of the individ- 
ual officials than of the central govern- 
ment, under whose guise it is perpetrated. 
The theory of the Sultan's government is 
that it should exercise a ternal care 
over the welfare of the people of the Em- 
pire. mag thea is done “under the shadow 
of the Sultan.’ An eclipse was at one 
time predicted by the Sultan's astronomer, 
which proclaimed to the people: ‘“‘Un- 
der the shadow of the Sultan an eclipse 
will occur, etc., etc." Nine-tenths of those 
who read this proclamation believed that 
the constellations were under the command 
of the Sultan. 

A foreign gentleman visiting the park sur- 
rounding the palace with several ladies, 
carried a parasol for protection from the 
burning sun.

tem; while millions of dollars’ worth of 
treasures lie in the Imperial Treasury, they 
are always in financial straits. During the 
Turko-Russian war they captured several 
millions of Russian bank notes, and burned 
them to show their contempt for the Rus- 
sians! 

Strange to say, the roughest and most 
ferocious Turk is gentle with children, and 
it is not an uncommon sight to see them 
treating the utmost little stranger to sweet- 
meats and toys on the streets. 

The Turks are a very superstitious peo- 
ple. During the Turko-Russian war they 
explained the Czar’s success as ‘“‘because 
the Prophet Mohammed's autograph was 
in his possession, and that his object of 
warring with them was to get the Proph- 
et’s mantle, his old shoe and the hair from 
his beard, which were in Constantinople.” 

One of the things they despair of ever un- 
derstanding is why our President can vol- 
untarily and honorably surrender his vast 
power; they cannot see how he can be re- 
garded as an honorable and respectable 
citizen. They think that accounts of free- 
dom of the press and of speech, as told by 
Americans, are exaggerations, but they are 
a very polite people, and accept the state- 
ments. with courteous incredulity. 

To ask a. Turk concerning the health of 
his wife, is ‘to commit the grossest possible 
breach of etiquette. 

urk's ideal soldier is a civilian, who 

has a uniform, and a Martini-Henry rifle at 
his bed-post, and, weather permitting, can 
go out to the hattle. Turkish soldiers are 
subjected to many outrages from their of- 
ficers; are poorly fed and clothed, and in 
campaigns,have no shelter, excepting such 
as they manage to beg or. steak; they re- 
ceive no pay, excepting such plunder as they 
can get during actua! service. A Turkish 
soldier does not go to war with patriotism, 
but with religious enthusiasm; he is not 
afra:d of death, because one of the princi- 
| doctrines of the Koran is foreordination. 
he Bashi-Bazouks or Rottenheads, who aré 
perpetrators of many horrible crimes at 
present, are simply men armed by the Gov- 
ernment, and are sent out in bands to roam 
at large, with no superior officer in com- 
mand, They gain a living by plundering, 
murdering and kidnapping. A Kurd gave the 
following version of a bombshell, shot by 
the Russians during the Turko-Russian war, 
explaining thereby why their army was de- 
feated in the batfle: “They have a way of 
moving the very heavens, so that stars fall 
to earth, and in the center of our army 
break into pieces, killing hundreds of our 
men.” Naturally being a superstitious peo- 
ple, they cannot be expected to cope with 
armies that are allied with the very heavens. 

Tax rights are sold every year to the 
highest bidder, who is generally an Ar- 
menian or Greek; the purchaser in turn 
fees the police, who perpetrate the most 
inhuman crimes to-grind the poor people 
for the taxes. 

e Armenians are a shrewd race. as 
thrifty as New England Yankees. Their 


language ig unpleasant, but in appearance 


they are* pleasing. The Armenians, as a 
race, are morally very low, but are very 
bright, and under proper government they 
would quickly develop for the better. They 
have a very large ancient and modern liter- 
ature. Their church, although Catholic, is 
branded heretical by both Roman and Greek 
churches. _It allows freedom of thought, 
and therefore missionaries have a very 
fertile field to work in. 

In 1669, after a long siege, Crete was sur- 
rendered to the Turks and since then has 
been in the Ottoman. power. 

The Greeks from the higher ranks formed 
a secret society in 1820, called the Heteria, 
to establish the independence of their 
country. Prince Ypsilanti was chosen 
leader. In March, 1821, he crossed the 
Pruth, in Moldavia: but on the 17th of June, 
through the tréachery of some of his 
officers, was defeated. 

When the news of the revolt reached Con- 
stantinople the Turks bezgan to massacre 
all the unfortunate Greeks in their pos- 
session. The vena@rable Patriarch, Grego- 
rius V., 7% years ‘of age, was hung, and 
after dragging the - corpse sheounk the 
Streets, it was thrown into the sea. A Rus- 
sian vessel picked.it up and eonveyed it 
to Odessa, where the funeral was held with 
great pomp and Ademnity, the entire ex- 
penses being paid by the Czar. 

Many came from @ifferent parts of Europe 
to aid the Greeks in their struggle for free- 
dom. Among them was the renowned poet, 
Lord Byron, who-died at Messolonghi on 
April 18, 1824, at’ the age of 37. 

On July 6, 1827, the representatives of En- 
gland, France and Russia met in London 
and signed a treaty for the protection of 
Greece. In 1828 Count John Capodistria was 
proclaimed ruler of Greece, but he was as- 
sassinated in 1831. Oth, son of Louis, King 
of Bavaria, was proclaimed first. King of 
Greece at the age of 18, but aftef a reign 
of thirty years he was dethroned and suc- 
ceeded by the present sovereign, son of 
Christian XI., ing of Denmark, ux 
George I. 

In 1869 Sultan Abdul Aziz issued an irade 
or mandate, forbidding Turkish subjects 
from expatriating themselves by becoming 
citizens of other countries without his per- 
mission. But during the administration of 
Minister S. 8S. Cox, the United States in- 
formed the Turkish Government that it 
would not acknowledge that law; however, 
to this day the Sublime Porte refuses to 
recognize the naturalization of anybody 
who left Turkey after 1569. 

The Sublime Porte is the Supreme Court 
of the nation, while the Divan is the great- 
est council. 

The national ensign of the Turks is the 
crescent or half moon, Tradition gives 
as the origin of it that the fllght of their 
Prophet Mohammed occurred during the 
time of new moon; therefore, the use of 
the crescent as a memorial of that event. 

There ig no sense of honor in a Turk: his 
rel'gion practically teaches h’an to “Do thy 
neighbor as thou would’st not be done thy- 
self.’’ 

A historian says: “It is a blot upon the 
civilization and humanity of the nineteenth 
century, that a sensual and grossly immoral! 
nation like the Turks, to whom rape and 
abduction afe daily events, with a long and 
appalling record of bloodshed, cruelty and 
barbarity, should control several millions of 
Christians, who are superior to them in 
character, intelligence and in every other 
respect.”” Yes, and it Is a blot too indelible 
to be erased, that Christian powers should 
openly stand forward and protect the “‘un- 
speakable Turk” in his cruelties and crimes 
in this advanced (so-called) age of educa- 
tion!

seaitable. He is known to have bought 
wheat through six Chicago brokerage firms. 
The figures seen show that his profits were 
gomething over 10 per cent and he ts cred- 
ited with having made about $60,000 on his 
purchase of 500, bushels. 

Despite the fact that Mr. Kauffmann 
bought largely in the face of a steadily ad- 
vancing market conditions were all in his 
favor.

REVIEW OF THE WHEAT MAREET 


DURING THE WEEE. 


CHANCE OF WAR DISCOUNTED. 


Statistical Conditions Indicate That a 
Slump Will Follow the Pres- 
ent Rise in Prices. 


The market last week developed consid- 
erable strength, and there was a steady ad- 
vance in prices, especially of wheat. The 
expected reaction came, and the erstwhile 
bears in their scramble to cover outbid the 
bulls themselves, and predictions of ‘‘dol- 
lar wheat’ are again being heard. 

The knowing bulls have learned that it 
is always a good plan to buy freely when 
there is a heavy liquidation going on, as 
after such liquidation there is invariably 
a scramble of shorts to get under cover. 


Acting on this principle, several of the bulls 
when there was such a scramble to sell, 
quietly came into the market and took on 
uite a heavy line of long wheat, for which 
they are now congratulating themselves. 
Instead of all being bears, the traders are 
now going to the other extreme and the 


market is becoming top-heavy. Experience 
has demonstrated that when the market be- 


comes one-sided it is a good time to take 
the other side. 

After the heavy decline a reaction was to 
be looked for, but the rebound has been too 


great and unless there are some very bull- 
ish developments to sustain the market an- 
other slump is probable. 


The market closed Saturday at the high- 


est point of the week, 77% cents for July 
wheat, just 8 cents higher than a week ago, 
while May showed an advance of 5 cents 
and August closed 7% cents higher than 


last Saturday. 
There has been an improvement in the 


flour business in the Northwest, but there 
is no life to the local trade and buyers and 
sellers are still far apart, with no imme- 
diate prospects of getting together.

The damage in Illinois and Missouri wheat 


prospects has been so great that traders 
are. apt to forget the extent of our wheat 
area, and judge the prospects for the com- 
ing wheat crop by the indications in these 
two States. 


While heavy damage has been done in 


some sections in others both the acreage 
and condition are unusually good, and the 
spring wheat prospects are an entirely un- 
known quantity. 


The situation as a whole is practically 
the same as it was a week ago, yet wheat 
has advanced 8 cents within the last week. 

This much of an advance would suggest 


a reaction even if conditions were much 
more bullish, and as at this time of the year 
a flood of good crop reports invariably fol- 
lows in the train of a deluge of damage 


reports, we may now expect some bearish 
news for a while. 

Taking the situation as a whole and view- 
ing it from every “standpoint it looks as if 
another break is due and wheat should sell 
lower. 


We have been told repeatedly throughout

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 16.—While Mr. 
Ferdinand W. Peck of Chicago was here 
this week with the other Illinois commis- 
Sioners to make arrangements for the com- 
pletion and decoration of the building 
which is being erected by State appropria- 
tion on the grounds of the Tennessee Cen- 
tennial Exposition, he took occasion to ask 
Director-Gereral Lewis how much actual 
money had been expended on the grounds 
and buildings by the management. Mr. 
Peck, it will be remembered, was chairman 
of the Finance Committee and one of the 
vice-presidents of the Columbian Exposi- 
tion of 1893, so this was naturally the Tirst 
question which occurred to him as he was 
being conducted through the Exposition 


“Something less than $300,000 so far,”” was 
the reply of Maj, Lewis. 

The man who euperintended the spending 
of millions in the World’s Fair turned 


gharply and exclaimed: “If you had not 
said ar vourself, I could not have been per- 
suaded to believe the statement. I have had 
more or less experience in estimating re- 
ults from such expenditures, and | should 
ave considered myself conservative in 
lacing your outlay at two million dol- 


The Director General further informed 
Mr. Peck that every bit of work that had 
been done on the grounds had been regular- 
ly contracted and paid for, that not a single 
Btate convict or county or city prisoner 
had been employed in the remotest degree 
in any connection with the Exposition. 
He explained further that other work, part 
of which is under contract and part yer to 
be let, will run the total expenditures up 
¢o the million mark. These totals, of course 
do not include the $130,000 which the Uniie 
States Government is spending on its build- 
ing and exhibit, nor the numerous State, 
county and city appropriations and expend- 
{tures on private concessions and exhibits. 

As expositions go, as a rule, these figures 
may sot be considered imposing, but a vis- 
dtor to the grounds to-day who menses 
guch things by their true value, will prob- 
ably be more astounded at the results than 

expert Mr. Deck. 
Withe opening day, May 1, is not far off, 
and enough has already been done to war- 
rant the belief of the officials that Ten- 
nessee’s Centennial will be nearer comple- 
tion on the opening day than any other ex- 
position ever was.

SUICIDE OF 
MINNIE KENT. 


DISCOVERED IN A THEFT AND 
TOOK BELLADONNA. 


DOMESTIC AT CAPT. BOYCE’S. 
Mystery Thrown dieu the Case by 
an Effort at Concealment | 
by Physicians. 


A verdict of “belladonna poisoning re- 
ceived in a manner unknown” was ren- 
dered by the Coroner yesterday afternoon 
in the case of Mrs. Minnie Kent, a domes- 
tic at the home of Capt. Joseph G. Boyce, 
3756 West Pine boulevard. 

The woman, who was 2% years of age, un- 
doubtedly committed suicide because of be- 
ing caught in a theft. 

Several days ago Sophia Viesselmann, & 
cook at the home of Capt. Boyce, missed 
some money. Mrs. Kent was takén to the 
Four Courts by a detective and admitted 
having taken $% from her co-worker. She 
offered to make restitution and, having 
done s0, was released from custody. 

Mrs. Boyce dealt leniently with the girl 
and told her that, although she would have 


to seek another position, she could remain 
at her house until such was secured. 

Early Friday morning Mrs. Kent was 
found in convulsions. This was the second 
attack of this nature, the first having oc- 
curred on Wednesday. As on the first oc- 
casion Dr. Frank R. Fry, 3133 Pine street, 
was summoned. He was absent from 
home and his assistant, Dr. Bliss, attended. 
The latter advised the immediate removal 
of the girl to the Baptist Sanitarium on 
Taylor avenue, which was done. 

At this hospital both Drs. Fry and Bliss 
attended the patient. She was uncon- 
scious when moved, and although they 
first diagnosed the case a complication of 
stomach trouble and hysteria, they soon 
became convinced something else ailed her. 
The pupils of her eyes were dilated and it 
was evident she had taken poison. This 
conclusion was reached too late to apply 
the stomach pump or use any_ remedial 
agents, and (Mrs, Kent died at 4:3 Pp. m. 

An effort was then made to keep the mat- 
ter secret and the result was that it was 
treated as a mysterions case and caused 
considerable comment. Dr. Fry insisted un- 
til Saturday morning that he had nothing to 
do with the case and he explains his many 
denials of a fact by saying he wished to 
wait until the autopsy had been rformed. 

Because of this reticence on the part of 
the physicians the coroner’s staff groped in 
the dark for some time and it was not until 
an autopsy had been held that they had 
any idea the death was due to poison. 

Dr. Nietert, who made the autopsy, re- 
ported in addition to having found evidence 
of ‘son that there was a contusion on the 

t elbow and two small contusions in 
the scalp. It is believed these were due to 
struggles during her death throes and it is 
also believed that the marks on the wrist 
were made by binding her to a cot. 

At the Baptist Sanitarium it was denied 
such heroic measures were adopted. The 
house physician says Mrs. Kent was coma- 
tose from the hour of admission until her 
death. He says a nurse was with her con- 
stantly and she did not have convulsions. 
None of the staff at the sanitarium attended 
her, the case being left entirely to Drs. Fry 
and Bliss. 

Mrs. Kent had not been long in St. Louis. 
Her home is believed to be Eden Valley, 
Minn., and she is said to have a child living 
there. She had been in the employ of Mrs. 
Boyce six months and was remarked for 
her extreme reticence. She had evidently 
been well educated and seemed above the 
station in life in which she had been cast.

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BISHOP BOWMAN AND HIS WORK 
IN THE METHODIST CHURCH. 


He Has Traveled All Over 


——— 


the World and Dedicated | 
1,200 Churches—His Meeting With 
Li Hung Chang. 


After a residence in St. Louis of more 
than a quarter of a century, Rev. Thomas 
Bowman, Bishop of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, has gone to spend the remain- 
der of his useful days at the home of his 
daughter, in Evanston, a pretty little sub- 
urb of Chicago. 

He will be succeeded next January by 
Bishop Fitzgerald, who is now in the City 


of Mexico with his family. 

The retiring Bishop has been, and still 
is, a remarkable man. Although 8 years 
of age, he is still in perfect physical and 
mental health, the only indication of age 
being his wealth of snow-white hair. He 
Siands erect, walks briskly, and speaks 
with the same quickness that characterized 
his earlier years. In fact, he is rather 

roud of two recent tributes to his youth- 
ulness. One is that Bishop Merrill of 
Chicago, a much younger man, felt com- 
pelled to ask Bishop Bowman's help in pre- 
siding over his last conference; the other 
that the St. Louis Bishop was forced into 
the non-effective list because of the neces- 
sity of oe Bishop Foster of Boston on 
account of old age—and he is three years 
younger than Bishop Bowman. 

he departing bishop has seen much of 
the world. Twice has he traveled over 
Europe, to its remotest corners. Years he 
Spent among the missionaries in China, 


Japan, India, Italy, Germany, Switzerland, 
and even little Bulgaria, while the West 
and the then undiscovered Northwest have 
had the benefit of his ministrations. From 
the North American Indians of Washington 
and Idaho he has gone among the wretched 
peons of O70 Mexico. Received in the pal- 
aces of kings, emperors and presidents; 
entertained by royalty in all its tinsel and 
glory driven over desert sands by stage 
or thousands of miles; in danger of his 
life among savage people in strange lands, 
his memory turns quickest now to a little 
church away down in the Ozark hills, 
where he pretenses a dedicatory sermon 
and enjoyed a basket dinner in the woods. 

> Bowman was born July, 1817, at 
Berwick, Pa., on the Susquehanna. His 
education was obtained at the Wilbraham 
(Mass.) Academy, at the Cassanovia (N. 
x.) pear me tf 3 - the Dickinson Col- 
ege O ariisie, Pa., from wh - 
uated in 1837. Ligon gape 

He began first the study of law, but aban- 
doned it after one year, and entered the 
ministry, preaching his first sermon on the 
anniversary of his 2lst birthday, July, 1838. 
He joined the Baltimore conference in 1839. 
His first year’s clerical labors were per- 
formed at the Beaver Meadow (Pa.) mission: 
thence he was sent to Dickinson College to 
teach the grammar school. There his health 
failed and he took a supernumerary place 
for five years. When fully restored he went 
to Williamsport, Pa., and established the

during his twenty-five years. here he had 
the right, at the end of every four years, 
to locate in any other city, he promptly an- 
nounced on six different occasions that St. 
Louis should be his home. 

“While in China,”’ Said the Bishop to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “I made the ac- 
quaintance of Li Hung Chang,.a great many 
years ago. He was then, as now, all-pow- 
erful, and his friendship correspondingly de- 
sired. The Methodists had had many dis- 
couragements in China, anc during our first 
ten years there, from 1847 to 1857, we had 
not made a single convert. Now we have 
many thousands. 
“Our party called upon Chang arid found 
his wife quite ill. With us was a missionary 
woman who had studied medicine. She 
uickly ascertained . the cause of Mrs. 
hang’s ilinesa and effected a cure in @ 
few weeks’ time. Gratitude prompted 
Change to donate quite a sum of money 
to the building of a Methodist Church at 
Tsin-Tsing, which I had the pleasure of 
dedicating, in the presence of Mr. Chang, 
his family and retinue. 

“Tt was rather dangerous business, trav- 
eling about China in those days, but I 
generally had influential company and met 
with continuous. good treatment.” 

Bishop Bowman established the first Sun- 
day school in Germany in 1846-1847. Now 
there are hundreds of them, with missions 
in Norway, Sweden, Switzerland and Italy. 
He spent eight months in India in_ 1856, look- 
ing after the missions of all the Protestant 
denominations. In 1883 he went to Old Mex- 
ico, called all the miss:onaries together, 
consisting of thirteen societies, and presided 
over the first conference ever held in that 
country. He was given a brilliant reception 
by the President, and met with great suc- 
cess in the extension of Protestant work. 
But he was not particularly pleased with 
the masses of the people, whom he found in 
a more uncivilized state than those of In- 
dia or China, although there has been great 
progress since. i 
“When I first came to St. Louis,” says 
the Bishop, “we had here only _three Eng- 
lish-s nn ae churches, three German and 
one African. Now we have fifteen Eng- 
lish, six German and six African and one 
Swedish. In 1872 we had very few Method- 
ists in Missouri; now we have 75.000. Twen-

Several years 
later I met him at Washington and he gave 
mea most cordial greeting. Down at Ma- 
rion, 8. C., I presided recently over a col- 
ored conference. The Southern bishop 
dropped in, was introduced and remained 
an hour. Afterwards he drove me over the 
country and took some pride in showing me 
the apreves condition of the negroes, All 
through Mississippi and Louisiana the sec- 
tional feeling is dying out. In Atlanta fra- 
ternity is being rapidly established, and dur- 
ing my late journey through Southeastern 
Virginia I was surprised and gratified over 
the change in sentiment. We shall come 
together by-and-by. 

“The Methodist Episcopal Church now 
has 3,000,000 active communicants. This 
number does not include baptized infants. 
In the South at least one-half are what is 
known as Northern, while, of course, we 
largely predominate in the North. This 
continuous and rapid growth, together with 
the changing sentiment, will eventually 
bring about union. Dr. Theophilus Stew- 
art, a friend of my youth, now a prominent 
physician of Atlanta, Ga., sald to me re- 
cently that although he fought for the 
South, he is now convinced that his sec- 
tion is in really better condition than it was 
in the days of slavery. Col. Lane, also of 
Atlanta, tells me he was on the Southern 
side when Atlanta fell, but is now content 
in the faith that all turned out for the best. 

‘Down in Louisiana there is a town called 
Lake St. Charles, composed of_7,000 North- 
ern poonre, and they tell me their reception 
has been most cordial and persistently kind. 
With a feeling of this character pervading 
both North and South, it may not be long 
before the Southern Methodists return to 

.the fold. There is no reason why we should 
be apart, and every reason why we should 
be one people.”” 

Bishop Fitzgerald, who succeeds Bishop 
Bowman, makes his home now at Newark, 
N. J. He is a fine speaker, and is expected 
to arouse the faithful in St. Louls.

| Phe resurrection of Jesus is a historic 
fact. It is not a doctrine, a philosophi¢ 
_ pinion, but an event. It must, therefore, 
 _-. gtand the test of historical criticism. As 
% We demonstrate the reality of any historic 
event, for example, that Brutus slew Caesar 
in the Senate at Rome, so the Resurrection 
must be submitted to the canons of scien- | 
tific criticiem before reason may agseft to 
its truthfulness. In a spirit of candor, let. 
us proceed to submit this “article of a 
standing or falling church” to the crucical 
test. 


HISTORICAL CRITICISM. 
First, certain facts are universally con- 
te ceded; that a man named Jesus Christ was 
born in Judea in the reign of the Roman 
Herod, and was crucified under Pontius 
Pilate; that he was a person of spotiess 
character, of superior mind, and of rare 
wer as a teacher; that he drew about 
him disciples, twelve of whom were called 
Apostles; that after his crucifixion many 
Jocal assemblies of his diciples were formed 
called churches; that, within a few years 
of his death these churches were found In 
nearly all parts of the then known world; 
and that there has been a continuous suc- 
cession of these churches from the Apos- 
tiles’ time to the i ~»present. These 
undisputed facts are established by 
the writings of the Jewish Jose- 
phus, the Roman Tacitus and Pliny, 
and the Christian Paul of whose four 
episties, first and second Corinthigns, 
Romans and Galatians, the skeptic Renan 
gays: “Not the slightest doubt has been 
raised by serious criticism against their 
authenticigy.”” (life of Jesus, p. 35.) In 
each of these epistles, Paul clearly de- 
Clares that Jesus rose from the dead, and 
én the 15th chapter of First Corinthians he 
bases the argument for the general resur- 
rection of the dead upon the § fact of 
Chrisf’s resurrection. Godet says “The 
euthenticity of this epistie has never in 
any age been disputed by any one, neither 
is it disputed in our own duy by any per- 
gon whatsoever. All agree it was written 
at Epliesus, about the year 58, twenty-five 


after the death of Jesus.”" Here,

At Tarsus he mastered the 
Greek language and literature, and be- 
tween the age of 10 and 15, was sent to 
i , Jerusalem to be trained ‘‘according to the 
4 '‘ perfect manner of the law of his fathers.” 
% Here for years he “sat at the feet’ of 
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: and became a strict Pharisee. Doubtless 
he was living tn Jerusalem at the very 
time of Jesus’ death; certain it is that he 
Was there two years later, because he held 
the clothes of those who stoned Stephen, 
the first Christian martyr, and ‘consented 
unto his death.’’ From this time he was a 
bh relentiess persecutor of Christians. But 
y within six years of the crucifixion, on 
7 an official mission to Damascus to stamp 
out the new faith there, he was suddenly 
converted to Christ, and during the twenty 
years which elapsed between his conversion 
and his writing of this first letter to the 
Corinthians, he was earnestly preaching, 
amidst the severest hardships and perse- 


Gamaliel, one of the most learned rabbis, | 


cutions, the fact of Jesus’ resurrection. 
His writings and labors demonstrate that 
he was the Aret man of his age, and we 
can name no man of any age who i in- 
tellectyally greater than he. 

Now, this man, before he wrote his 
Epistles to the Corinthians, during a period 
of twenty years beginning within six yeare 
of the ecrucifixion—the most momentous 
part of the epoch of Apostolic Evangeliza- 
tien—was preaching “Jesus and the Resur- 
rection; while during the six years pre- 
ceding his preaching, the rest of the Apos- 
tles “were declaring the same fact. 

‘Thirdly, examine now in detail the tes- 
timony of Paul in connection with the con- 
current testimony of others. He enumer- 
ates six separate testimonies to the resur- 
rection. First, that of Cepnhas, or Peter, 
the epokesman of the twelve, who, Luke 
tells us, had a personal interview with the 
risen Christ on the very morning of ‘his 
resurrection. Second, that of the twelve. 
The Apostolic Callege, though since the 
fall of Judas consisting of but eleven, was 
still denominated “the twelve." They tes- 
tify to a first appearance of the risen Lord 
in their midst. when ten of them were 
present, Thomas being absent on the 
evening of the same day that he rose; and 
to a second appearance eight days later, 
when all were present. Luke, Mark and 
John corroBorate Paul. 

Third, that of more than 500 brethren at 
the same time; doubtless on 4 mountain in 
Galilee, a meeting provided for by him be- 


the angels at the empty tomb on Haster 
morning told the women to summon the 
diseinles. 

Fourth, that of James, who was alive 
when Paul wrote, and from whose Tips 
Paul must have heard. this testimony. 

Fifth, that of all the Apostles at the 
Ascension, an appearance which Luke also 
describes. 

Sixth, that of Paul himself. who saw 
and heard the Christ on the road to 
Damascus; a meeting which made him a 
believer and an Apostle. 

THE TESTIMONY OF WOMEN, 

But why did not Paul include in this 
summing of evidence the testimony of the 
women and of Mary Magdalene, to whom 
Jesus appeared on Baster morn, as, re- 
corded by the Evangelists; and also that 
of the two disciples who met the Savior 
on the road to Emmaus? Because he is 
here declaring the Apostolic testimony to 
the fact of the resurrection, and, therefore, 
he could bring forward as witnesses Apos- 
tles only. And there was a special reason 
why he excluded the testimony of women. 
He was writing to a Greek church, the 
church et Corinth, and he well knew that 
among the Greeks women were not com- 
petent witnesses. No woman was allowed 
to testify in a Greek Court in his day. 
He, therefore, presents only such testimony 
as would be unimpeachable in the minds 
of the Corinthians. Rightly we add the 
written testimony of the gospels. 

For, es Prof. Holztmann of Heidelberg, 
a leader of _rationalistic thought in Ger- 
many, affirms, “‘the writings which form 
the basis of our first three gospels, and 
these gospels themselves were drawn up 
between the years 60 and 80 of our era,”’ 
that is, no more than from thirty to fifty 
years after Jesus’ death. (Die Synoptischen 
Exangenlien, pp. 412, 414.) 

Taking the testimony of these evange- 
lists, then, in connection with Paul's, they 
give every mark of honest historians. 
Their story is simple and clear. The dif- 
ference in minor points show that tev 
were independent witnesses. They exhibit 
a striking unity as to the main facts in the 
case. 

Review this mass of testimony. We have 
the solemn affirmation of three evangelists, 
Matthew, Mark and John; of three leading 
Aposties, Peter, John and Paul; and 
finally the concurrent testimony of the 
whole primitive church, as represented by 
more than 500 persons, of whom Paul says, 
“the greater part’’ were still alive at the 
time he wrote, and could, therefore, be 
appealed to in confirmation or denial of 
his statement. Moreover, the first church 
history, ““‘The Acts of the Apostles,’’ shows 
that the fact of Jesus’ resurrection was 
the one great theme of Christian preaching 


fore his death, and to which both he and 


from the day of Pentecost, that is, from 
only fifty days after the crucifixion. 
What, then, shall we say concerning this 
accumulative testimony, both oral ana 
written? Is it credible? For 1800 years tne 
Christian church has maintained that tne 
Aposties preached and wrote as they did, 
because they had seen the risen Christ. 
Is not this the most obvious explanation or 
their testimony and ministry? But other 
explanations have been made, and we must 
briefly examine them. We must submit the 
fact of the Resurrection to every possi- 


skeptics reject this assumption as morally 
impossible, Bauer, the Tubiogen critic, 
says “History must nold to the assertion 
that to the faith of the disciples the Res- 
urection of Jesus Christ was a fact, cer- 
tain and indisputable. It is in this faith 
only that Christianity found a ground solid 
enough to erect upon it the superstructure 
of its whole historical development.” 
(Drei ersten juhrhunderte. 24 Ed, pp. 39-40.) 

Strauss says: “The historian must ac- 
knowledge that the disciples firmly beleved 
that Jesus was now risen.” * * * “The 


Death was, in his case, merely a swoon, 
or death faint. This explanation preserves 
the honesty of the apostles, but what be- 
comes of the moral character of Jesus that 
infidels of every school like to portray? 
What shall we think of a man who plain- 
ly on several oceasions foretella’to his 
disciples his approaching death; then, ap- 
parently, but not really, dies; then pre- 
tends to have risen from the dead; then, 
after the lapse of forty days, suddenly dis. 
appears and leaves his credulous follow- 
ers to proclaim the fact of his resurrection

Strauss, however, treats this theory with 
contempt: “A man half-dead, dragging 
himself in languor and exhaustion out of 
his tomb, with wounds requiring careful 
and continuous medical treatment—could 
he in such a state have produced upon the 
minds of the disciples the tmpression that 
he wag victor over death and the grave, 
the Prince of Life—an impression which, 
nevertheless, was the source and spring 
of al! their subsequent activity? Such « 
return to Hfe could only have served to 
weaken the inpressions which Jesus had 
in his former life made upon their mind 
by bis MNfe and death, and could never have 
turned their sorrow into enthusiasm and 
intensified admiration into adoration."' 
(Leben Jesu, 1864; p. 298.) 

THE HALLUCINATION THEORY. 

Thirdly. There is only one other possible 
skeptical explanation of the apostolic testt- 
mony, namely: That the appearances of 
Jesus to his disciples after his death were 
halhuctnations on their part; 
their excited tmaginations. This theory, 
as put by Strauss and other writers, has 
an air of plausibility. Jesus actually died 
upon the cross, say these skeptics, but 
his suppesed appearances, though honestly 
believed in by his disciples, were, after all, 
mere illusions, resulting from the intensity 
of their. feelings toward him. Mary, to 
whom the first vision came, was no doubt 
unsound in, her mind. Through her the I!- 
lusion was gradually communicated to the 
urch. 
Moreover, by the law of association, every 
part of the country which had been fre- 
quénted by Christ weuld awaken in thetr 
minds memories of him, until they actually 
became morbid in their feelings and con- 
stantly imagined that they saw him just 


as they had been wont to see him. The} 


appearance to Paul even was due to his 
very excitable nervous temperament, which 
predisposed him to see visions. An in- 
genious theory, surely! Let us put it to 
the test of facts. , | 
First. This theery takes for gtanted- 
that all the appearances of Jesus took place 
in Galilee, This ie mot true; only two of 
them were in Galilee. Most of them were 
in and about Jerusalem. The assumption 
of the power of assée@eciation to produce 
these appearances is purely gratuftous, 
Secondly, this theory of visions assumes 
that the apostles believed in the resurrec- 
tion because of Mary's faith.

In Russia an exchange of eggs 
is given with the salutation, “Christ is 
risen.’’ In Italy a number of eggs are-taken 
to the church to be blessed and then 
brought home and plentifully decorated 
with the freshest of flowers. As each guest 
calls during the week an egg is presented 
and woe betide the person who refuses such 
a sacred g°ft. 

And so for years have these olden times 
been one in which the Easter customs shone 
forth in honor of ..e day. The churches are 
arrayed in their best dress; white flowers, 
typical of purity, seem to vie with one an- 
other. The annunciation lily, that tall and 
stately beauty, does honor to the occasion 
and Easter, glorious Easter rises in all its 
might to greet mankind.

Real lace and delicate silk laces are easily 
cleaned by the use of benzine, gasoline, 
or naphtha, says the New York Sun. But 
as these articles are inflammable it is bet- 
ter to use them in a room where there is no 
flee. Baste the lace smoothly on a piece of 


requir- 


thin muslin, being careful to leave a good 
margin of the muslin on al! sides of the 
lace, Put the gasoline in a bow! and douse 


the lace and muslin up and down in it 
rapidly. If the gasoline becomes dirty put 
the lace into another vessel and pour fresh 
gasoline over it. Dip it up and down, be- 
ing careful to keep the lace on the under 
side until it is perfectly clean. Then 
stretch the cloth, with the lace uppermost, 
on a clean table and secure it with a few 
tacks or pins. This should be placed in 
a room where no dust will fall on it and 
allowed to rema'‘n all day, for while it will 
dry in a short time, a day's airing will be 
necessary to be rid of the odor. If the 
gasoline that has been used is set aside for 
a few hours the dirt will all settle to the 
bottom, and the clear gasoline can be 
poured off and used again to wash silk, kid 
gloves, or anything that cannot be washed 
in water. 

Yet another way is to sew the lace care- 
fully on a bottle or some such article cov- 
ered for the purpose and soak it in hot 
soapsuds into which have been put a few 
drops of ammonia or kerosene. In such 
eases the water may be brought to a boil, 
but where the color of the lace is to 
preserved, boiling or even exceedingly hot 
water should be avoided. When the lace has 
become perfectly clean the bottle should be 
removed from the water and set aside or 

ng up to dry in a place free from dust. 
This method, though perhaps a little more 
tedious than the other, is exceedingly good, 
and makes the lace jook fresh and new 
without the suspicion of an odor. 

Another way is to sew the laces carefully 
on a cloth, which must then be stretched 
and tacked to a table, then go carefully 
over the lace with a rag, using chalk wet 
with ammonia and water, After the lace 
and cloth have thoroughly dried the chalk 
may be shaken out. To have the very best 
results when trying this plan the drying 
should be done with the sun. 


Still another way of drying laces as well 
as other delicate fabrics which cannot be 
successfully ironed is by pressing them 
smoothly, while yet wet, on a window pane 
or marble slab. This will obviate all neces- 
sity of ironing, and they will appear fresh 
and new. . 


How to Clean Feathers, 


Try this method of eleans your ostrich 
feathers: Make a paste out o 
water and rub the feathers with it, being 
careful to rub always in one direction,

ANIMALS WHICH COUNT. 


Several Instances Which Are Calcu- 
lated to Prove This Theory. 


One day the celebrated ornithologis®, Au- 
dubon, came out of his cottage with four 
of his friends to go for a walk. The next 
instant they eaw a parrot flying into the 
window. Audubon and one of his friends 
returned indoors, and immediately ‘he bird 
flew out In a fright and went circling about 
overhead. Audubon came oul again, but the 
bird refused to enter until the osher gentle- 
men had also left the house. 

It seemed to remember that two persons 
had gone in and only one had come out. 
Curtous to discover how far the parrot could 
count, Audubon resurned indoors with his 
four friends, and made them go out one at 
a time, while he h.mself remained inside. 
In a few minutes the bird flew in again. It 
was evident that ite powers of arithmetic 
ended at the number four. 

A Russian docwr named Timofieff tried 
the same sort of experiment a few months 
ego With birds, cats, dogs and horses. He 
discovered that the crow is capable of count- 
ing as far as ten, and is in that respect su- 
perior to many tribes of men in Polynesia, 
who do no. understand mathematics at all. 

Dr, Timofleff’s account of his own dog is 
amusing. This dog never buried severa! 
bones in one spot, but always hid them 
away separately. One day. his master pre- 
sented him with twenty-six large bones, 
which he immediately proceeded to bury in 
twenty-six different places. On the morrow 
Dr. Timofieff did not feed the anima! ai all. 
In the afternoon he let his pet out into 
the garden and from the window watched 
him attentively. 

The dog set to work at once and dug up 
ten of the bones. Then he stopped, seemed 
to reflect for a minute, and began digging 
again until he had found nine others. ere 
he stopped to work, scratching persevering- 
ly until he had unearthed six more bones. 

his seemed to satisfy him, and he sat 
dewn and began his dinner. 

Suddenly he stopped eating, raised his 
head and looked around with a thoughtful 
air. Then, as if. quite sure he had for- 
gotten something, he started up, trotted 
round the garden, found the twenty-sixth 
bone, and returned with a look of satisfac- 
tion to his meal, The doctor belleved that 
the number twenty-six was too much for 
the canine mind to grasp. and that the dog 
had therefore divided the provender into 
three groups, counting the bones in each lot 
separately, but that the mental process 
Was 80 complicated that he had made a mis- 
calculation and had enly rectified it after 
prolonged reflection. 

The same writer tells us that the cat is 
less expert in arithmetic than the dog, not 
being capable of counting further than six. 

Proofs of the horse's powers of counting 
are even more curious. Dr. Timofieff men- 
tions & peasant’'s horse, which, when 
ploughing, invariably stopped to rest after 
the twentieth furrow. t did not matter 
how long the field happened to be, nor how 
tired the animal might feel, it never stopped 
until the twentieth furrow had been made. 
And so exact was the count that the farmer 
could tell the number of furrows by noting 
how many times the horse had stopped.

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QUALITY OF BRAINS. 


PEOPLE WHO HAVE BEQUEATHED 
THEIR BRAINS FOR THE BET- 
TERMENT OF THE RACE. 


Dr. Burt G. Wilder, the professor of the 
science of the human body at Cornell Uni- 
versity, is a remarkable man. His meth- 
ods are original and interesting to such @ 
degree that he fascinates his students with 
his ideas. He believes that in order to sug- 
gest mgans to improve the quality of human 
brains men of science must have an op- 
portunity to study the brains of distin- 
guished persons, not merely in the work 
that they have acéomplished, but in the 
structure of peculiarities of the cerebral or- 
gans themselves. 

This I believe to have been the origin of 
Dr. Wiider’s celebrated request tha?’ men 
and women, “educated and mora] persons,” 
should bequeath their brains to his collec- 


tion im order that they might t 

for the benefit of humanity. That oe 
has not been without fruft. Everybody has 
not greeted it with an incredulous smile 
_and several persons, known publicly for the 
| possession of more than ordinary powers 
| Of mind, but whose names, for obvious 
reasons, are withheld, have, I am informed 
already bequeathed their brains in the man: 
ner suggested. 

It appears, however, that others desirous 
to advance the interests of science by 
placing their brains at its disposal after 
they are through with them, have hesi- 
tated in consequence of the belief that a 
mutilation of the head is necessary in order 
to remove the brain, and such mutilat‘on 
would be a source of dietress to their sur- 
viving friends. Recently Dr. Wilder has de- 
monstrated that no such mutilation is need- 
ed, but that the brain may be removed in 
perfect condition by making a single in- 
se and without disfiguration of the 
skull. | 

Among the bequests of brains reeently re- 
ceived is said to be that of a well-known 
literary woman of Boston. 

It is obvious.that Dr. Wilder's idea is 
correct, and. that the proper way to study 
the organ of the human intellect is not ‘to 
confine the investigation to the brains of 
criminals, and persons of a low order of 
intelligence, but to apply the same methods 
to those highly organ!zed brains which have 
rendered marked service to mankind. 

In that way we may learn where'n re- 
sides the secret of intellectual power and 
eventually, perhaps, become able to in- 
fluence the development of such powers at 
their very root. Think what the world 
might have learned if a scientific examina- 
tion could have been made of the bra‘n of 
Socrates, or that of Aristotle, or that of 
Newton, or that of Shakespeare, or that of 
Franklin, or that of Napoleon.

IT HAS ARMS LIKE THE OCTOPUS 
WITH WHICH IT HUGS TO 
DEATH ITS VICTIMS. 


Venegtiela is & most interesting country, 
about which comparatively little is known. 
Indeed, some portions of-it remain abso- 
lutely unexplored, and of this region the 
Roraima Mountain, the mysterious forest- 
clad table land 2,000 feet in the clouds, is a 
veritable wonderland, 

The weirdest stories are told of this 
mountain.e The natives regard it with su- 
perstitious awe, and no consideration would 
tempt them to explore it. Sir Robert 
Schomburgek and Mr. Basrington Brown 
are the only two European travelers who 
have reached the foot of the mountain, and 
they could go no further. One reason for its 
inaccessibility is that the Indian gtiides are 
so superstitious that they cannot be in- 
duced to aid in cutting a path through the 


impenetrable forest and heavy undergrowth, 
which effectually bar further progress. 

Frank Aubrey has just publish a book 
entitled “‘The Devil Tree of Elderado,”’ in 
which he tells some 
the mountain, Chief of them ig of the mar. 
vellous tree from which the book takes its 
name. We are familiar, by story and il- 
lustration, of the devil-fish. or octopus. 
What the octopus is to the fish kingdom, 
the devil tree if to the vegetable world. 

This tree is said to posses great tentacles, 
and should an unwary traveler get within 
reach of them he is sucked up in their hor- 
rid embrace, and an awful death is his 
inevitable fate. 

It is well known that there are what may 
be called devil trees in miiniature, plants 
which captivate flies and gnats, close their 
arms upon them, crush the life out of them 
and then actually digest them by means of 
an acrid fluid in the cup of the flower. It 
is not, therefore, imposs.ble that a giant 
species could exist which could slay a 
human being. 

The highest waterfall in the world—only 
one, it would seem, out of several—tum- 
bles. from its summit, 2, feet at one 
leap, 3,000 more on a slo of forty-five 
degrees to the bottom of the valley, Saas 
enough to be seen thirty miles away.

THE ENTERPRISE 18 PROFITABLE 
—THE FUR, POUCH, AND FLESH 
BEING ALL MARKETABLE. 


New Jersey is always on the tapis with 
something new and startling. This time she 
has sprung a muskrat farming enterprise 
on the public. 

That muskrat farming can be made a 
source of revenue to the farmer has been 
demonstrated by John Duffield of Cedar- 
ville, Cumberland County, N. J. Almost 
two years ago he discovered that a large 
piece of marsh land owned by him along 
the shores of Delaware Bay, near his home, 
was of no usé, uhless -it could be turned 
into a muskrat fafm. This piece of ground 
was well suited to the purpose and Duffield 
secured a number: of muskrats and placed 


them on his “farm.”’ 

When these little creatures are once set- 
tled ona plece of marshy ground, which 
they like, they never leave it. They in- 
crease at @ rapid rate and the harvest 
comes in the long winter season, when the 
‘farmers of this State have little other work 
on hand. 

Mr. Duffield kept a close eye on his new 
charges and was as much interested in his 
new venture as he would have been in a 
potato crop. ' 

He gathered muskrats from his farm all 
winter and he Became convine that no 
previous farming had paid him half so well. 

In New York and Philadelphia there is a 
ready market for muskrat furs, and they 
bring from $20 to $0 per hundred, The fur is 
very soft and is useful In making various 
kinds of trimming. It is, however, not the 
only valuable portion of the animal. The 
druggist and perfumer find the musk sack 
valuable. 

When rabbits are scarce the flesh of the 
musk rat is used by city restaurants for 
stews, as a substitute for rabbit. It is very 
much cheaper, and in flavor is not unlike 
that of the rabbit, and an experienced epli- 
cure could not discern the difference. 

There is no cleaner animal than the musk- 
rat. Every article of food is washed before 
he eats it, and he lives principally on the 
roots of sedge grass. 

The muskrat farmer is very proud of his 
novel venture, and is Anny a handsome 
income from it. If the little rodents continue 
to prosper he expects to realize a comforta- 
ble fortune for the sale of them. 

A few weeks ago he noticed that there 
were not 80 many as he expected to find. 
Upon investigating he found that a neighbor 
had gone gunning and had shot over a 
hundred of the rats. 

He was provoked beyond measure and 
had the intruder arrested. he case was 
heard and Duffield was awarded $60 dam- 
ages. The case will be appealed and the 
novel sult of tresspassing upon a muskrat 
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That great man will become doubly great 
who first confers benefits upon his fellow- 
men by the applicat‘on of the extraordinary 
mental powers With which nature has en- 
dowed him, and then adds to those bene- 
fite by allowing to be revealed, when his 
career is ended, the pecullarities of func- 
tions and structure which made his brain 
an inetrument superior to those of his fel- 
lows.

ALCOHOL AND DIGESTION. 
Scientific Proof That Liquor Is Inju- 


rious in Infinitesimal Quantities. 


Some recent experiments have recently 
been made in England to test the effect of 
alcohol in various quantities upon diges- 
tion. It was found that absolute alcohol 
stimulated digestive action by a fraction of 
1 per cent when the amount of alcohol pres- 
ent did not exceed 2 per cent. When more 
than this was added the digestive activity 
was greatly reduced. Three per cent of 
alcohol reduced the power of digestion over 
17 per cent. Pure rye whisky containing 
51 per cent of alcohol was found to have 
almost exactly the same result. Even the 
addition of 1 per cent of whisky reduced 
the digestive activity by 6 per cent. Brandy, 
rum and gin gave practically the same re- 
sult,

Statistics compiled by Dr. Enrico Mor- 
seli show that in Prussia there are for every 
million suicides 61 married women, 87 youn 

girls, 124 widows, 36 divorced or separat 

women, 26 married men, bachelors, #8 
widowers and 28% divorced or separated 
men. In Wurtembure the proportions per 
million of lunatics are 143 married women, 
2M young girls, 838 widows atvorced or 
separated women, 140 ma men, 236 bach.
